


Reaganrejects demand for apology 

BOISE. Xdaho (R^ - — President Reagan on Tuesday rejected 
demandsby Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak that he apologise 
for hijacking an Egyptian airlin er carrying the four accused hij- 
ackers of the Italian cruise liner AduOe Lauro. Asked by rep- 
orters as he arrived for a speech here if the administration had 
anything to apologise for, Mr, Reagan replied: “Never.” But he 
refused comment on the state of relations between Egypt and die 
United States after U.S. warplanes ambushed the Egyptair plane 
and forced it to land at a NATO base in $ic3y. Reporters tra- 
velling with the presideuf s plane were told there would be no 
apology to the Egyptians. The four Palestinian commandos acc- 
used of holding the Achille Lauro, its 427 passenger and crew 
hostage for 52 hours last week are being held in Italy where they 
will face charges.

A statement purportedly from “Force -17" 
said its members tracked down Pilot Zak Zflman Shason in Nab- 
lus on the Israeli-occupied West Bank Monday night and killed 
him after he confessed to flying in the raid. Asked about the 
report, military officials in Tel Aviv said no Israeli had been lulled 
in die West Bank this week. The “Force IT’ statement, made 
available to news organisations by Palestinian sources here, did 
not say how the alleged killing was carried out- “A group of 
martyrs... of Force 17, succeeded in carrying out the execution of 
Pilot Zak Zilman Shason who bombed the organisation's hea- 
dquarters in Tunis." it said.

King: Cancellation of London 
meeting is regrettable but 
Britain acted honourably

HIS MAJESTY KING HUSSEIN said on 
Tuesday that the cancellation of a planned 
meeting between the British foreign sec- 
retary and two senior members of the PLO 
was regrettable but Britain acted hon- 
ourably in calling off the meeting. 


In an interview broadcast on 
Independent Television Channel 
2. King Hussein said there were no 
last-minute alterations to a pre- 
viously agreed statement that the 
two PLO delegates were expected 
to make in London after die mee- 
ting with Sir Geoffrey Howe. 

Mr. Howe, calling off the mee- 
ting on Monday, said die British 
government coiuld not go ahead 
with the talks with the two PLO 
officials after they refused to end- 
orse the statement repudiating 


violence and recognising Israel's 
right to exist 

King Hussein on Monday ref- 
used to blame any party for the 
collapse of the meeting. 

“If there was a mis- 
understanding in terms of one 
member of the Palestinian del- 
egation not having been aware of 
what was happening, it is certainly 
neither our fault nor anyone else’s 
fault and is indeed very reg- 
rettable.” the King said. 

The King, on a private visit to 


London, said he would have to 
reassess Jordan's Mideast peace 
initiative, launched last February 
with the PLO. 

“I feel when we go hack to our 
part of world we will have to rea- 
ssess our position, look at the pro- 
blem once again with the PLO. 
with the Palestinian people, with 
others and see what went wrong 
and how it cun he corrected.” he 
said. 

“But people have been sug- 
gesting I might have been pushing 
peace too quickly. I don't think 
one could do that. I think the cro- 
wning achievement of my life 
woula have been and will be. God 
willing, the establishment of a just 
and durable peace in our area and 
I don't think it is fast enough in 
coming yet.” 

King Hussein denied wid- 
espread reports in the British 

C ress and from the opposition 
ahour Party that the meeting had 
been called off because of pre- 
ssure from Washington.

.-BRUSSELS (Agencies) — Italy’s 
foreign minister gave U.S. Sec- 
retary of State George P. Shultz a 
■detailed explanation on Tuesday 
: 'of why Rome released a senior

ted States. 

Mr. Shultz reiterated that the 
U.S. government was dis- 
appointed fa the Italian decision 
and had a diffe re nt understanding 
of die events leading op to the rel- 
ease. according to an Italian spo- 
kesman quoted by tiie AP. 

Mr. Shultz and Giulia And- 
reotti met for about 30 minutes 
before entering a special North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation 
meeting to discuss U.S. pre- 
parations for the November sup- 
. erpower summit between Soviet 
lekier Mikhail S. Gorbachev and 
US. President Ronald Reagan. 

Italy had requested the 
Shulti:- Andreotti mee ti n g in an 
effort 'to ease the diplomatic str- 
ains that have developed in the 
aftermath of tire hijacking last 
week of the Italian liner Achille 
Lauro. 

The Italian spokesman said Mr.

Mr. Khalil was premier between 
1978 and 1980 and actively par- 
ticipated in negotiations that led 
to the signing of the Israeli- 
Egyptian treaty in 1979. He cur- 
rently is deputy chairman for for- 
eign relations of the ruling Nat- 
ional Democratic Party, which 
Mr. Mubarak heads.

Peres sees ‘turning point’ 
in Mideast peace talks

VIENNA (R) — Israeli Prime 
Minister S himo n Peres believes 
the Palestinian hijacking last week 
of the Achille Lauro will make it 
easier for Middles East “mod- 
erates” to talk peace, his spo- 
kesman said Tuesday. 

“The PLO (Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation) was caught 
red-handed,” spokesman Uri 
Savir told Reuters. “Once this is 
exposed this can make it easier for 
‘us, die Egyptians, the Jo rdanians 
and those Palestinians who are not 
engaged in terrorism to come to 
'foe negotiating table.” 

Savir spoke after Peres, in Vie- 
nna for 24 hours before going to 
Washington for talks with U.S. 
leaders, entered a meeting of foe’ 
Socialist international (SI). 

. ‘*71131 is something he might 
express here, but it win come up fa

Savir said. 

The PLO has denied inv- 


olvement in foe Oct 7 hijacking of 
foe Italian cruise ship and foe all- 
eged killing of American pas- 
senger Leon Klinghoffer. 

Israel also holds the PLO res- 
ponsible for the killing two weeks 
ago of three Israelis in Cyprus. 
The PLO said it had nothing to do 
with the killing on board foe Isr- 
aelis’ yacht at a Laraaca marina. 
Subsequent reports indicated that 
the three were Israeli secret age- 
nts. 

“Peres’ mam message is that by 
foe events of foe past two weeks in 
Lamaca.- and foe Addle Lauro, 
foe nature erf foe Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation, both its... 
activities and credibility, have 
been shown,” Savir said.

The King said the British gov- 
ernment “acted very honourably" 
by cancelling the session with PLO. 

Asked if Jordan was ready to 
abandon the PLO and continue 
the search for a peaceful set- 
tlement with another “Palestinian 
substitute.” the King said: “The 
PLO derives its strength from 
being able to express and embody 
the hopes and aspirations of foe 
Palestinian people.” 

“But if it ( the PLO) did not rep- 
resent foe hopes of the Palestinian 
people 1 do not believe that it ( the 
PLO) would have a place (in foe 
peace process).” he said. “I hope 
that foe PLO will continue to exp- 
ress the hopes and aspirations of 
foe Palestinian people." he added. 

He said failure to ach ieve peace 
in the Middle East would be “a 
disaster that will overcome all of 
us in our area and maybe in fact 
the world.” 

Britain 
denies U.S. 
pressure 
was behind 
cancelled 
meeting 

LONDON (R) — Britain has rej- 
ected suggestions that it bowed to 
American pressure when it abr- 
uptly cancelled talks planned for 
Monday with two executive mem- 
bers of the Palestine liberation 
Organisation (PLO). 

foreign Secretary Sir Geoffrey 
Howe and Junior Foreign Office 
Minister Malcolm Riflrind. spe- 
aking on British Broadcasting 
Corporation (BBC) Radio on 
Tuesday both said that the Reagan 
administration had not raised foe 
issue. 

“I can say unequivocally and 
without qualification that at no 
time did foe Americans make any 
representations to us. at any level, 
to cancel the visit” Mr. Riflrind 
said in an interview. 

Britafa cancelled foe talks after 
one of the PLO officials, former 
West Bank Mayor Mohammad 
MShem. had gone back on a ple- 
dge to endorse a statement ren- 
ouncing “violence and terrorism” 
and explicitly recognising Israel's 
right to exist be said. 

“We received an unequivocal 
and explicit assurance that the text 
was acceptable to all four mem- 
bers of the delegation including 
foe two Palestinians,'’ Mr. Riflrind 
said. 

Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher, keen to. breathe life into foe 
Middle East peace process, inv- 
ited Mr. Mflhem and Bishop Elias 
Khoury for talks with Mr. Howe as 
part of a Jordanian-PLO del- 
egation. She described both as 
men of peace. 

The hijacking by Palestinian 
gunmen erf foe Italian cruise ship 
Achille Lauro and foe alleged 
death of an American passenger 
put foe spotlight on Mrs. Tha- 
tcher's invitation, which Israel bit- 
terly opposed. 

The ma ting was designed to 
support foe joint Jordanian-PLO 
Mace initiative activated by foe 
Feb. 11 agreement 

Mr. Howe and Mr. Riflrind 
were responding to comments on 
the cancellation from former Lab- 
our foreign Secretary Denis Hea- 
ley.

Efforts under way in 
Damascus to identify 
body found at Tartous 


DAMASCUS (AP) — U.S. dip- 
lomats were trying on Tuesday to 
determine whether foe body of an 
elderly man washed ashore near 
the Syrian port of Tartous is that 
of New Yorker reportedly killed 
during the “Achille Lauro hij- 
acking. 

The body, which initial reports 
said apparently had been in foe 
sea for several days, was found on 
Monday near Tartous. 112 kil- 
ometres northwest of Damascus, 
and was brought to the Syrian cap- 
ital on Tuesday: - - • 

. U.S. officials believe Leon Kli- 
nghoffer. 69, a crippled New York 
Jew. was shot dead by Palestinians 


who hijacked foe Italian cruise 
liner in foe Mediterranean Oct 7. 

His body was reported dumped 
overboard while the vessel lay off 
Tartous the next day as Syrian off- 
icials refused to allow foe vessel to 
dock. 

The hijackers, now in Italian 
custody, have denied they killed 
anyone during foe two-day hijack. 

“American and other Western 
diplomats are busy trying to ide- 
ntify the body." said a Western 
diplomat who spoke on condition 
he was. not named. ■

Arafat leads anti-U.S. 
protest in Khartoum 


KHARTOUM (AP) — Police 
fired tear gas on Tuesday to keep 
demonstrators away from the U.S. 
embassy after Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat accused President 
Ronald Reagan of trying to stop 
foe PLO by killing its leaders. 

Speaking to more than 40.000 
anti-American demonstrators, foe 
chairman of the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) 
vowed that “foe Palestinian rev- 
olution is alive in the Arab con- 
science in spite of foe imperialist 
and Zionist conspiracies. 

“Reagan has decided to ass- 
assinate the PLO leadership in the 
belief that by so doing, the rev- 
olution would come to an end.” 
Mr. Arafat said. “This is not so. 
The Jihad (holy war) and foe 
armed struggle will be escalated.” 

The demonstration in front of 
foe presidential palace was org- 
anised by the Sudanese National 
Alliance, a grouping of political 
■parties and professional and trade 
unions, to protest U.S. policies 
toward foe Palestinians. 


After Mr. Arafat spoke, a group 
of demonstrators broke off and 
headed tcwards'foe American dip- 
lomatic mission less than two kil- 
ometres away. 

Trucks and riot police blocked 
roads leading to iu and foe dem- 
onstrators were dispersed in a 
cloud of tear. gas. 

A delegation went to the emb- 
assy before the rally to deliver a 
memorandum protesting recent 
events in foe Middle East inc- 
luding Israel's Oct. I raid on the 
PLO’s Tunis headquarters and foe 
U.S. navy's hijacking last Friday 
of an Egyptian airliner carrying 
four hijackers of an Italian cruise 
ship. 

Mirghani Al Nasri. chief of the 
Sudanese Lawyers' Union who 
was a leader of foe agitation that 
brought down President Jaafar 
Numeiri last April, led foe del- 
egation. He said he and two other 
members waited for 40 minutes at 
the embassy gate but nobody res- 
ponded. 


Freij urges Arafat to call 
truce in commando war 


TEL AVIV (R) — Bethlehem 
Mayor Elias Freij, a prominent 
Palestinian leader in foe occupied 
West Bank, urged Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat on Tuesday 
to declare a truce in its commando 
war against Israel. 

Mr. Freij made the call as Pal- 
estinian leaders in foe West Bank 
and Gaza Strip voiced dis- 
appointment over foe cancellation 
on Monday of a meeting in Lon- 
don between British Foreign Sec- 
retary Sir Geoffrey Howe and two 


PLO officials. 

Mr. Freij said he would urge 
Mr. Arafat "to declare a truce, 
between Israelis and Palestinians 
everywhere." 

“He has to do something to 
solve it and he's foe only one who 
can.” he told Reuters. 

The mayor, a consistent adv- 
ocate of Israeli- Palestinian talks, 
said a truce “would be a very pos- 
itive response to foe events we 
have been witnessing foe past two

Lebanese foes reportedly 
reach peace agreement 


DAMASCUS (AP) — Lebanon’s 
various factional militias readied 
agreement under Syrian spo- 
nsorship on Tuesday to aid foe 
1 0-year-old civil war that has cla- 
imed more than 100,000 lives. 
Syrian officials reported. 

Theofficials. who declined to be 
named, told foe Associated Press 
that representatives of foe three 
factions hammered out foe accord 
in foe fourth round of talks they 
held with Syrian Vice President 
Abdul H alim Khaddam. 


Terms of the new agreement 
were not spelled out Officials said 
the negotiators were expected to 
announce details at the end of a 
fifth meeting at Mr. Khaddam’ s 
residence later Tuesday: 
Tuesday's accord is expected to 
pave the way for a tripartite con- 
ference by foe leaders of foe three 
militias chaired by Syria.

Italy 
seeks 
3 more 
suspects 
in ship 
hijack 

ROME (Agencies) — Italian mag- 
istrates said on Tuesday they had 
issued arrest warrants for three 
move people in foe hijack of the 
Italian cruise shfa Achille Lauro, 
in addition to four Palestinians 
already held. 

The four were seized by U.S. 
navy fighters which hijacked an 
Egyptian airliner takiqg them to 
Tunis after foe end of the hijack 
last Thursday and forced it down, 
fa Sicily. 

Charges already brought aga- 
inst diem fadude a count of Idling 
American Leon Klinghoffer, 69. 

Of the three newly charged, one 
has been detained for some time in 
foe north era port of Genoa where 
foe Achille Laura’s cruise began. 
Authorities would not say if foe 
other two were also already det- 
ained. 

Word of the new warrants was 
given to reporters in Genoa, from 
where the Achille Laura sailed on 
Oct 3, by chief city prosecutor 
Gennaro Calabrese de Feo. 

One of foe three, who has given 
his name as Kalaf Mohammad 
Zafaab. was detained there on 
Sept. 28 for holding two false pas- 
sports. Magistrates said on Mon- 
day he had also now been charged 
fa foe hijack. 

Mr. Calabrese de Feo said foe 
other two were a man who bought 
foe ship tickets for foe hijackers 
and another who is believed to 
have been part of the commando 
but who disembarked at Ale- 
xandria before foe vessel was sei- 
zed on OcL 7. 

Mr. Calabrese de Feo said these 
two had been identified but he 
refused to give their names or say 
if they had been arrested. 

Suspicion fell on Mr. Zafa ab 
because a booking fa foe name of a 
Yugoslav, Istvan Sabo, in foe 
cabm the hijackers are believed to 
have used was cancelled after his 
arrest

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Rome police find missile 
aimed at Tunisian mission 


ROME (R) — Unknown attackers aimed an anti- 
aircraft missile at the Tunisian embassy in Rome 
during the night but failed to set it off, according to 
police reports. 


Police said Tuesday they found 
an Italian-made missile linked by 
a fuse to a camping gas cylinder on 
a pavement opposite die embassy 
in the north of Rome. 

The cylinder had been set alight 
but the missile failed to explode, 
they said. Three security staff 
were in the embassy at the time. 

Tunisian Prime Minister Moh- 
ammad Mzali is due to meet Ita- 
lian Premier Bettino Craxi at the 
beginning of a two-day official 
visit to Rome Tuesday afternoon. 

Officials at Craxfs office said 
they were likely to discuss the hij- 
acking of the Italian cruise liner 
Achille Lauro last week by mem- 
bers of the Tunis-based faction of 


the Palestine Liberation Front 
(PLF). 

PLF leader Mohammad Abbas 
— also known by his nom de gue- 
rre of Abu Abbas — was allowed 
id leave Italy on Saturday foe. 
Yugoslavia from where he has 
since disappeared. He had been 
aboard the Egyptian plane car- 
rying the A dime Lauro hijackers 
which U.S. Navy aircraft forced 
down in Italy. 

Hie hijackers were detained but 
Italy turned down a U.S. appeal to 
detain Abbas pending an ext- 
radition bid on charges arising 
from the hijacking aid the death 
of an American passenger cm the 
ship- 


Two men carrying Moroccan 
passports were arrested in Rome 
Tuesday after airport customs off- 
icers found nine kilogrammes of 
explosives in a suitcase, airport 
officials said. 

They said a man carrying the 
suitcase was held at Leonardo Da 
Vind International Airport- Ano- 
ther was arrested at die central 
train station as he got off a bus 
from the airport. 

Both men had arrived on afli^bt 
from Baghdad. 

Botnb disposal experts called to 
the scene said the explosives were 
capable of destroying a building. 
Hie suitcase was taken to a field 
near the airport to be blown up. 

Hie officials said the man held 
at the airport gave his name as Ben 
Kramy and said he was aged 23.

LONDON — British Prime Min- 
ister Margaret Thatcher's foray 
into the jungle of Middle East pol- 
itics bas ended in fiasco, but she is 
not the only one to have suffered a 
setback. 

Recriminations flew from all 
sides involved in abruptly can- 
celled talks scheduled for Monday 
between two senior Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (FLO) 
members and British Foreign Sec- 
retary Sir Geoffrey Howe. 

It was dear, however, that the 
resulting imbroglio left not only 
Mrs. Thatcher, but also Jordan 
and the PLO itself, out on a limb. 

Mrs. Thatcher, in setting up the 
meeting during a Middle East 
swing last month, admitted she 
was taking a risk for peace. 

She was doing it largely to back 
Jordan which had pressed for the 
meeting to underpin its Feb. 11 
agreement with PLO leader Yas- 
ser Arafat to move ahead on neg- 
otiations with die United States 
and Israel, and eventually an int- 
ernational conference to cap an 
overall Middle East settlement. 

But Mrs. Thatcher also wanted 
the Howe- PLO meeting, inc- 
luding Jordanian officials, to sti- 
mulate the United States to hold a 
similar session, to supply an added 
fillip to Jordan’s peace plan. 

For the PLO. the stakes had 
been a first-ever meeting with a 
British cabinet minister. It would 


have strengthened the org- 
anisation's international res- 
pectability and standing. 

The PLO team had planned to 
pursue this momentum by going 
from London to Luxembourg to 
meet with the current president of 
the European Community (EC). 

Luxembourg Foreign Minis ter 
Jacques Poos. But in wake of the 
London collapse, they felt the ses- 
sion was inopportune. 

The EC bas since 1980 been 
promoting a PLO role in a final 
Middle East settlement

Mrs. Thatcher, her associates 
had frequently said, never env- 
isaged taking a key role in the 
Middle East peace process, bel- 
ieving that the United States was 
the only country with enough 
clout to bring about a settlement, 
especially by applying pressure on 
Israel. 

When she left on a trip to Egypt 
and Jordan last month, there was 
no hint she was planning a meeting 
between Howe and the FLO. Her 
change of attitude' followed what 
she saw as stagnation in U.S. att- 
empts to reach a settlement and 
she thought she could build a fire 
under -Washington, her aides ind- 
icated. • 

British officials said the United 
States at first was cool to the idea, 
but later wanned to iL 

This was until the hijacking of 
the Italian cruise liner Adiille 


Lauro by Palestinian gunmen last 
week and the alleged slaying of a 
crippled American aboard. 

This new tension, coupled with 
die Oct. 1 Israeli raid mi PLO 
headquarters near Tunis, was. Bri- 
tish officials feel, the real reason 
why the PLO team which came to 
London refused to agree to a sta- 
tement recognising Israel's right 
to exist and to renounce terrorism 
— a preliminary condition for the 
meeting with Howe. 

Hie British argued that in pre- 
liminary negotiations for die 
Howe meeting, conducted exc- 
lusively through Jordan, a 
“copper-bottomed" agreement 
had been reached with the PLO to 
issue the required statement 

Despite PLO denials. British 
officials say there were no last- 
minute fundamental changes in 
the drafted statement.

Mousavi expected to change 2 key ministers 


TEHRAN (R) — Half the 
24-man Iranian cabinet will be 
chanced in a pending reshuffle 
and Prime Minister Mir-Hossein 
Mousavi will try to change two key 
ministers, the newspaper Kayhan 
International said Tuesday. 

Foreign Minister Ali Akhar 
Velayati and Mohammad Ray- 
shahri. the minister in charge of 
internal security, will keep their 
portfolios, it said in an editorial. 


It did not say which two key 
ministers would be changed, but 
other major cabinet posts include 
the oil. Revolutionary Guards and 
Interior ministries and the Central 
Bank governor. 

“His tough job will be to con- 
vince the president as well as the 
parliament on the managing cap- 
acity and ministerial qualifications 
of the two incoming ministers." 
Kayhan said. 


Mr. Mousavi. a 43-year-old 
ex-arch fleet who has been premier 
since 1981. was renominated on 
Sunday at the start of President 
Ali Khamenefs second four-year 
terrain office. 

He must submit his new choice 
of ministers to Khamenei within 
the next 10 day& for approval, 
after which parliament votes its 
own approval of each minister.

Arab press labels Britain a U.S. ‘toy’

BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Arab 
newspapers accused Britain Tue- 
sday of insulting the Palestinians 
by refusing to meet two Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
members in London and labelled 
the Thatcher government a pawn 
of the U.S. ami Israel. 

“The British lion is now just a 
toy in the hands of Unde Sam.” 
the Kuwaiti daily Al Rai Al Aam 
said. 

It desorbed the British refusal 
to see Bishop Elias Khouiy and 
former West Bank Mayor Moh- 

. ammad Mflhem “h umilia ting-" 

They and two Jordanian off- 
icials were invited to London by 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher for talks with Foreign Sec- 
retary Sir Geoffrey Howe on Mid- 
dle East peace prospects. 

But Sir Geoffrey Monday ref- 
used to see the two PLO members, 
saying they had reneged on a ple- 
dge to renounce violence and adv- 
ocate a peaceful settlement to the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. 

AJ Baath. newspaper of Syria's 
ruling party, saw the British move 
as evidence of the “futility” of 
Jordan’s agreement with the PLO 
to work jointly for peace, which 
Syria has consistently opposed. 

Referring to the “arrest” by 
US. Navy warplanes of an Egy- 


ptian airliner carrying the four 
Palestinian hijackers of foe Italian 
cruise liner. Achille Lauro last 
week, it added: “The last Ame- 
rican act of piracy and Britain’s 
■attitude have confirmed foe cre- 
dibility of Syria's stance.” 

Echoing foe Syrian view. Kuw- 
ait’s Al Anbaa said: ’Those who 
ran to the US. and its weak and 
collapsing ally Britain for a just 
peace... should realise the futility 
of such a course." 

B ahrain ** Akhbar Al Khalecj 
said Britain and foe rest of Europe 
had become incapable of taking an 
independent stand on foe Arab- 
Israeli conflict, describing Europe 
as “a satellite of U-S.-Israeli pol- 
icy.” 

In Morocco, foe centrist opp- 
osition daSy L'Opuuon said foe 
British decision was to please “big 
brother" (Washington), which it 
said was “trying to sabotage the 
PLO militarily, politically and dip- 
lomatically.” 

Newspapers in foe United Arab 
Emirates continued the call for 
“self-dependence” in efforts to 
regain Palestinian rights, and foe 
leading Al Ittihad described the 
British demands as “pre- 
conditions requiring foe Pal- 
estinians to abandon the only two 
catds they have: Recognising foe 


right of Israel to exist on the Pal- 
estinian soil and to abandon their 
armed struggle." 

The UAFs Al Fajr wrote “foe 
Arabs still insist on ignoring foe 
crystal clear reality that Arab 
rights will not be achieved through 
foe United States, which is allied 
with the Israeli enemy, or Britain, 
which planted this enemy in Aran 
Land for well-known imperialist 
designs.” 

Bahrain's English-language 
.paper. Gulf Daily News, accused 
Britain of being double-faced. "It 
has to be said that Britain has. 
many times in foe past negotiated 
with parties openly using violence 
without any proviso to renounce 
it During foe protracted Rho- 
desian negotiations no such pre- 
condition existed. Why should it 
now?" 

“ Margaret Thatcher has taken a 
backward step with this latest 
move which will no doubt win her 
support from the Zionist camp, 
but in foe Arab World it will be 
ri gh tly viewed with dismay." foe- 
paper added. 

In Saudi Arabia, where a four- 
bfl lion-do liar arms deal for Tor- 
nado jet fighters was announced in 
September simultaneously with 
foe British decision to receive foe 
joint delegation, foe papers cri-

Riyadh's Okaz newspaper cal- 
led on Britain to “revise fofe sod.

Radio described Britain's refusal 
to meet foe PLO officials as a 
“hideous retraction" on previous 
stands and said it cast doubt on 
whether Britain had been honey.! 
about its attempts to bring peace 
in the Middle East. 

“The British statement asking 
the PLO to agree to (United Nat- 
ions) Resolutions 242 and 338. ro 
recognise Israel, to hall armed str- 
uggle and renounce terrorism has 
made it clear there was a prior Bri- 
tish plan to thwart the meeting am) 
blame it on foe Palestinian side." 
the radio said. 

It called on Britain to revise its 
stand and treat foe Palestinian 
people “as people nying to restore 
then occupied lands by legal 
means and establish their rightful 
homeland.” 


Soviets deny 
receiving phone 
call from 
kidnapped 
official 

BEIRUT (R) — The Soviet emb- 
assy Tuesday denied press reports 
that one of its officials kidnapped 
in Beirut had telephoned Jo inf- 
orm the embassy of the kid- 
nappers' latest demands. 

“This information in wrong. 
There was no telephone call from 
our comrade. There has been no 
call from anybody.” an official 
told Reuters at the heavily- 
guarded embassy. 

His denial followed publication 
in foe Lebanese press of a U.S. 
news agency report quoting Leb- 
anese security sources as saying 
one of the hostages had made con- 
tact with foe embassy. 

“There bas been no telephone 
communication at all. either yes- 
terday or today,” foe official said. 

There had also been no real 
progress in the hunt for foe three 
missing officials, seized in 
Muslim-controlled west Beirut on 
Sept 30 with Consular Secretary 
Arkady Katkov, who was killed by 
foe kidnappos on Oct. 2. 

^ “We have tried, we have mar- 
foal led all our possibilities, but 
there is no exact mformation- 
about them or where they are.”

He voiced doubts about recent 
anonymous telephone calls to 
local radios and newspapers, and 
to US. news agencies in Beirut, 
with purported communiques and 
threats from foe kidnappers.

Captain of Egyptair says U.S. 
interceptors flew dangerously close 


CAIRO (AP) — The pilot of an 
Egyptian civilian airliner forced 
down in Sicily with four Pal- 
estinian hijackers of an Italian 
ship says the intercepting U.S. 
Navy fighters flew dangerously 
dose to his aircraft 

Capt Ahmad Moneeb gave his 
account of the incident in an int- 
erview with the state-owned Cairo 
newspaper AI Akhbar published 
Tuesday.- 

He said a Palestinian leader 
accused by foe United States of 
masterminding foe hijack of foe 
cruise liner AcfaQle Lauro never 
left foe Egyptair Boeing 737 until 
it reach ec Rome’s Leonardo Da 
Vind International Airport 

Hie four hijackers surrendered 
to Egyptian' authorities Wed- 
■ nesday afternoon and were flown 
out of Cairo Thursday night They 
were accompanied by Mohammad 
Abbas, known by the. code names 
Abu Abbas and Abu-Khaled, and 
an aide, plus a number of Egyptian 
security guards. 

Abbas, a member of the exe- 
cutive committee of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation, heads a 
wing of the 'Palestine Liberation 
Front to which the hijackers said 
they belonged. The United States 
says he was behind the hijack and 
has vowed to hunt him down. 

CapL Moneeb said foe first he 
heard from foe U.S. warplanes 
was at 10.55 p.m. Thursday as he 
turned back toward Egypt after 
Tunisia denied him landing rights. 

“I was surprised to hear an 
American-accented voice on ray 
radio saying: “Egyptian plane, 
■keep west,” Capt. Moneeb said. 

CfepL Moneeb said he initially 
ignored the message, but when it 
was repeated he realised that his 
plane was being intercepted. 

He said he sent a radio message 
to Cairo via Athens Airport saying 


that jet fighters were forcing him 
to fly to a military base at Sig- 
onella Airport in Sicily. 

He said Cairo “noted” his mes- 
sage and radio contact with it and 
Athens was lost suddenly. 

“My plane had only one radio 
channel open.” Capt. Moneeb 
said, “foe one used by foe com- 
mander of foe military squadron 
who was telling me about the new 
direction I baa to take. 

“It was then 11 p-m. (2100 
GMT) Cairo time on- Thursday, 
and at that point my journey into 
foe unkn own began." 

During 90 minutes of flight time 
to Sigonella. he said, “the int- 
ercepting aircraft flew so close to 
my plane that I asked them to 
move away a little so I could fly 
freely as I had to reckon with pos- 
sible air pockets. They res- 
ponded and moved off. but they 
kept on accompanying me.” 

He said there were seven Ame- 
rican aircraft in all. 

He said instrument landing at 
Sigonella was not possible and I 
had to make a visual landing. 

“I had great difficulty landing 
because the (American) planes 
were very dose to my aircraft even 
as I began the descent to foe run- 
way." he said. “I asked foe Ame- 
rican commander to move away. 


and he complied.’ 

President Hosni Mubarak ann- 
ounced Monday that he had app- 
roved decorations for bravery for 
Capt. Moneeb. ha five crew 
me mb ere and the Egyptian sec- 
urity men aboard foe flight. 

Capt. Moneeb said the Egy- 
ptian plane landed at Sigonella 
Airport at 12:35 a.m. Cairo lime 
on Friday (2235 GMT Thursday). 

Noting that foe plane was 
“Egyptian territory.” he said it 
was never boarded by Italians or 
Americans at Sigonella. He said 
foe base commander, whom be 
did not identify, asked to talk to 
him outside foe plane and he agr- 
eed. 

“Then contacts began between 
Egypt and Italy without my par- 
ticipation.” CapL Moneeb said. 
"After all. I am just the pflot of a 
passenger plane and 1 had no right 
to join in negotiations of that sort 

“All I was asked to do was to 
allow the four hijackers of the 
Achille Lauro to (cave the plane. 1 
allowed them to do so. and foe 
scene was awful as they were rus- 
hed by security men and arr- 
ested." 

He said he was then asked to get 
Abbas and his aide off the plane 
“but the two men refused!.” 


Kuwaiti lawyers protest

The Ministry of Agriculture, he 
said, has started applying agric- 
ultural cropping patterns with the 
aim of organising' farming ope- 
rations and improving the con- 
ditions and incomes of farmers 
with an ultimate goal of stemming 
migration from rural to urban reg- 
ions. the minister said. 


Jordan, which celebrates this 
anniversary, is deeply concerned 
with the dimensions of the world 
food problem and pledges to keep 
in line with FAO's principles 
which aim at promoting agr- 
icultural development especially 
in Third World nations, the min- 
ister added. 

In cooperation with FAO. he 
said. Jordan has implemented a 
» number of projects in low-lying 
and highland regions and has also 
carried out afforestation and pas- 
ture schemes in different regions.. 
With FAO help. Jordan has been 
reclaiming land in the Jordan Val- 
ley, around the Zarqa River Basin 
aod imthe badia regions with the 
i-aimof increasing food production. 
Mr. Dakhqan said. 

He expressed hope that Jordan 
will, by the end of the present cen- 
tury, attain an advanced stage in 
its drive towardsself-sufficiency in 
food products. The minister also 
said that the anniversaiy should 
serve as an encouragement to 
world nations to exert more eff- 
orts to end famine. 


Jordan marks World Food Day today

AMMAN — World Food Day 
(WFD) is marked today for the 
fifth time since its creation seven 
years ago. It was established to 
increase global awareness of the- 
’ problems of hanger and poverty 
and to stimulate national and int- 
ernational action in the fight to 
feed the world. 

This year, it will focus on rural 
poverty and forestry which are 
closely linked issues since there is 
a startling correlation between 
poverty and social erosion and 
deforestation is one of the most 
serious causes of soil erosion and 
the resulting land degradation, 
according to a press release issued 
•by the Food and Agricultural 
Organisation (FAO) to mark 
WFD. 

The World Food Day was est- 
ablished at the 1979 FAO con- 
ference and was celebrated for the 
first time in 1981 by more than 
140 nations and has been obs- 
erved every year since. 

In order to provide a thematic 
framework and a more unified 
mternatfcmal approach, the dir- 
ector general of the FAO sug- . 
gested to focus each year’s a ct-

ivities on a different topic. In 
1983. this was "World Food Sec- 
urity.” 1984’s theme was 
‘‘Women in Agriculture" and in 
1985 . activities will centre around 
rural poverty and forestry. The 
WFD 1985 also marks the 40th 
anniversary of the founding of the 
FAO. 

Activities in Jordan 

Jordan observes the WFD with 
several activities. Dr. AI- 
zraji, i 
WFD 

die FAO in Jordan, told the Jor- 
dan Times. There have been radio 
p rogram m es addressing farmers, 
calling upon them to increase food 
production, and informing them 
about the food situation and the 
need for food security. 

A radio contest was held with 
questions about the organisation 
of the FAO, the 40th anniversaiy 
of the United Nations (UN.) and 
the FAO and the significance of 
Oct 16. Winners will be presented 
with their prizes ($250 for first 
and second and $100 for third 
a celebration of the 
on Oct. 19' in Amman by 
Ministry of Agriculture Under 
Secretary Salem AI Lawzi. Dr. 


Al-Khazraji and Mr. Esenbel. 
deputy representative of the 
World Food Programme (WFP), 
will also be speaking on this occ- 
asion. There was also a television 
programme about the FAO as 
well^as various newspaper articles 
on WFD. Dr. Al-Kbazraji added. 

In the arid and seini-and zones, 
to which Jordan belongs, trees and 
shrub vegetation are crucial for 
the protection of soil. The veg- 
etation shelters the soil from ero- 
sion by wind and water and pro- 
tects the agricultural land. 

WFP projects in the Kingdom 

The control desertification, the 
government of Jordan is giving 
incentives to farmers who use part 
of their land to grow trees. Trees, 
however, need several years to 
become productive, and in order 
to help fanners to bridge this inc- 
ome gap. the World Food Pro- 
gramme (WFP) of the UN. and 
die FAO was asked to assist Jor- 
dan in die late 1960’s and the 
WFP provided aid in the form of a 
‘Food for Work Programme,’ exp- 
lains Mr. Esenbel, the deputy rep- 
resentative of WFP in Jordan. 

A more recent project assisted

by food aid from the WFP, which 
also aims at the protection and the 
development of agricultural land 
in the highland regions, was sta- 
rted in 1983. The activities of this 
project are fruit tree planting, ter- 
racing. seedling production and 
afforestation. 

He stressed that the food aid 
provided by the WFP does not 
mean charity, but that it is given to 
enable and to encourage people to 
produce their own food. Another 
important target group for WFP 
food aid are “vulnerable groups” 
such as mothers and infants or 
schoolchildren. Since 1978, WFP 
has been assisting the school fee- 
ding programme in Jordan, which 
provides a midday meal for 
80.000 schoolchildren in rural 
areas in about 547 schools every 
day. 

A third project in Jordan using 
food aid aims at the inprovement 
of overgrazed rangelands, the 
production of fodder and lamb fat- 
tening. according to Mr. Esenbel 

Currently, only a small portion 
of the total amount of food aid is 
spent to relieve emergency situ- 
ations like die famine caused by 

drought in Ethiopia and Sudan. 

Food aid -from the WFP is alw- 
ays provided on a multilateral 
basis; there are about 100 donor 
countries who provide food, cash 
and services (e.g. shipping), and 
about the same number of rec- 
eiving countries. The bulk of food 
aid is going to the least developed - 
countries, but also the developing 
and relatively developed countries 
of the Third World beaefit from 
WFP food aid. 

The WFP was set min 1962 by 
the UN. and die FAO and its task 
is to provide multilateral food aid. 
To date, the WFP provides the 
second largest single amount of 
assistance within the U.N .-system, 
die largest U.N. organisation 
being the World Bank- From $85 
million spent during foe first three 
years, the WFP has risen to $1.1 
billion worth of food aid provided 
in 1984. To date. S6.5 billion have 
been distributed to developing 
countries, and about 250 millio n 
people have benefited from food 
aid worldwide during foal period, 
according to Mr. Esenbel. 


IATA 
committee 
opens talks bn 
airline safety 

AMMAN (Petra) — The fifth 
meeting of a technical committee 
formed by the International Air 
Transport Association (IATA) 
opened in Amman Tuesday. Rep- 
resentatives of 38 airlines from 
Arab and foreign countries and 
the Arab Air Carriers Org- 
anisation (AACO) will discuss 
subjects pertaining to air tr ans port 
safety, the safety of airliners, links 
between IATA members and tec- 
hnical problems which could end- 
anger air travel in the Middle East 
region. 

Addressing foe opening session 
was Mahmoud Jamal Balqaz. dir- 
ector general of Alia, foe Royal 
Jordanian Airline. He said that 
IATA’s choice of Amman as a 
venue for this conference reflects 
foe great confidence the world 
organisation has in Jordan which 
supports and promotes the work 
of world airlines. 

Jordan believes in the sig- 
nificant role which world airlines 
can play in promoting culture and 
understanding among nations. 
Mr. Balqaz said. Alia, he added, 
has established an important pos- 
ition in the world of air transport 
. and foe Jueen Alia. International 
Airport which has lip to date and 
sophisticated equipment is a sou- 
rce of pride not only for Jordan 
but for all those concerned with air 
transport safety. 

In his speech. Mr. Balqaz rev- 
iewed the many achievemen is rea- 
lised by Alia in air transport fields, 
and stressed the importance of 
technical matters which, he said, 
should be given priority in the 
advancement of world airlines. 

The meeting was addressed by 
an IATA representative who voi- 
ced appreciation to Jordan for 
hosting foe conference and paid 
tribute to Alia for its cooperation 
with IATA. 

Alia Deputy Director for Ope- 
rations George Matta spojee to the 
Jordanian News Agency. Petra, 
about the conference explaining 
that it is usually held every three 
years in a European country. He 
said that Jordan had been chosen 
as foe venue for foe conference 
this time in view of its world-wide 
reputation in air transport and 
travel and its geographic and tou- 
ristic importance. He added that 
Alia has prepared a programme 
for foe committee members to 
visit Jordan's archaeological and 
tourist sites in the country. 


Muasher: Government policies 
aim to attract investments, 
encourage local industry

AMMAN — Minister of Trade, Industry and Supply 
Rajai AI Mnasher Monday said that Jordan’s eco- 
nomic growth retreated by four per cent in 1984 due 
to a considerable shrink in Arab financial aid to 
Jordan, a drop in Jordanian exports and a decrease 
in money transfers from Jordanian expatriates. 


Dr. Muasher also said that, des- 
pite an international recession 
which affected the country. Jor- 
dan’s economy showed a flexible 
response since the annual rate of 
inflation has remained between 
five per cent and seven per cent. 

The minister, who was speaking 
during a lecture at foe Marriott 
Hotel in Amman, referred to the 
ministry’s recent decision to ban a 
number of inports of products 
similar to those produced in Jor- 
dan in order to provide protection 
for local and young industries. 
“Protectionism was the only 
means to protect local industries 
from having to compete with sim- 
ilar imported commodities. The 
decision will also enable protected 
local commodities to find new 
market openings.” he said. 

During the lecture, which was 
organised by the Petra Lions Gub 
in Amman. Dr. Muasher exp- 
lained that the government is try- 
ing hard to encourage investments 
in the industrial sector in order 
that local industries will eve- 
ntually replace Jordan's imports. 


while at foe same time, local 
commodities epuid be exported. 

“We are currently engaged in 
reviewing the investment (aw. in 
order to encourage more inv- 
estments in various sectors and to 
attract local. Arab and foreign 
capita] for investment in socio- 
economic develop matt projects.” 
he continued. More investments 
in foe various economical sectors 
of the country would also mean 
new job opening for a number of 
unemployed labourers in Jordan, 
the minister added. 

In order to rry and solve ali foe 
problems which are impeding the 
progress of the Jordanian eco- 
nomy. Dr. Muasher said that the 
government’s new polity stresses 
on the creation of short and long- 
term economic developmental 
policies, in the sectors of supply, 
transport, agriculture, real estate 
and foreign trade. 

Elaborating. Dr. Muasher said 
that the Ministry of Supply's role 
was previously confihea to pro- 
viding basic commodities to local 
consumers at reasonable prices 


and to secure essential food sup- 
plies to avoid food shortages. 

New supply law 

The Ministry of Supply has also 
finalised the new supply law which 
includes establishing a higher sup- 
ply council which will be res- 
ponsible for setting up the cou- 
nty's supply policy and coo- 
rdinating between foe ministry 
and the private sector, he said. 
The proposed supply law also 
emphasises foe need to establish a 
specialised first instance supply 
court to review any supply vio- 
lations made by local merchants 
and retailers . instead of tra- 
nsferring the violators to military 
courts, foe minister continued. 

The government's long-term 
policy in the economical sector on 
several aspects which mainly are 
to create new foreign trade cha- 
nnels. to increase local imports 
and to regain the private sector's 
trust in the economical sector. 

The government's new short- 
term policy in foe foreign trade 
sector centres mainly on adopting 
new policies which aim at min- 
imising imports in order to protea 
local revenues and to encourage 
local production. Dr. Muasher 
said. The government will also 
take steps to simplify export pro- 
cedures. he added. 

Following the lecture. Speaker 
of the Lower House of Parliament 
Akef AI Fayez, who also is pre- 
sident of the Petra Lions Club, 
presented Dr. Muasher with the 
club’s shield. 


Planning Ministry gears 
up for the next five years

AMMAN — As Jordan nears the 
end of its present five-year dev- 
elopment plant the Ministry of 
Planning is completing its for- 
mulation of new projects for the 
next five years. 

Dr. Ziad Fariz. secretary gen- 
eral of the Ministry of Planning, 
told the Jordan Times that one of 
the main factors which is being 
examined in the present five-year 
‘plan is the rate oL growth, which 
reached less than 3 per cent, aga- 
inst an anticipated J 1.5 per cent. 
Dr. Fariz attributed this reduced 
growth rate to the present dev- 
elopments b the Gulf area, such 
as the I ran -Iraq war and the uns- 
table economic situation which 
resulted b less demand for labour 
and exports. There has also been a 
decline m the aid given to Jordan 
by Arab states such as Libya. Alg- 
eria and the Gulf states with only 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait mai- 
□ tain mg their previous levels of 
support, he said. 

Dr. Fariz added that the gov- 
ernment is working on creating a 
larger diversification b bdustriaJ 
and cultural fields b order to ove- 
rcome this problem. Incentives, 
such as tax exemptions, have also 
been given to exporters to enc- 
ourage them to b crease their exp- 
orts. 

He continued that new dim- 
ensions will also be explored, such 
as regional development, espec- 
ially in the agricultural field, and 
particularly b the area of dryland 
farming. More efforts will also be 
made into channelling domestic 
savbgs towards bvestment “Tbe 
general philosophy remains one of 
givmg more emphasis to the pri- 


vate sector and free enterprise 
econony.” he said “and basically 
the next plan will try to formulate 
projects ' aimed at creating inc- 
entive towards a greater par- 
ticipation b the development pro- 
cess/' 

Dr. Fariz went on to say that the 
Ministry of Plannmg has recently 
concluded a comprehensive reg- 
ional survey to detennbe basic 
information on the various needs 
of. each region. “AJbougb sep- 
aratism among regions' in Jordan is 1 
less apparent than in any other 
country, it remains a fact that 
there is a high population con- 
centration in Amman and other 
major cities.” he said. Con- 
sequently. some efforts will need 
to be directed towards the dev- 
elopment of the various regions, 
meeting the basic needs of the 
people and developing income- 
generating projects to the benefit 
of foe whole population. Dr. Fariz 
continued. “Other forms of aid 
are not sufficient unless they are 
matched by a supply of income- 
generating projects which will 
enable the people to help the- 
mselves.” Dr. Fariz added.

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Gap in culture 

ON Sept. 27 an international conference on the Nabatean City 
of Petra in southern Jordan was concluded at die ancient city. 
Scholars and historians frpm 18 different nations gathered for 
a whole week, reviewing the history of Jordan and economic 
and social progress of past civilisations on its soil. His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan, who opened the 4-daysym- 
postnm on Petra and the Caravan Cities that was held in the 
ancient Nabatean city, was quoted as saying that future sens- 
mars on history and archaeology in Jordan should be held on 
historical sites, like Kar ak and Jerash and others, in order to 
highlight their importance to Jordanians and the world at 
large. And indeed such a step is necessary because even, many 
Jordanians remain either ignorant of the existence these places 
or they have not had the chance to visit and discover them. 

One reason for this cultural gap, as it were, could be the 
absence of proper facilities, and for many families with limited 
fatcome, the high cost of travelling to and staying at, say hi 
Aqaba, for a few days and the lack of organised and scheduled 
programmes on the part of local travel agents and the Tourism 
Authority. But more importantly perhaps is the fact we in 
Jordan — both government and people — have so far failed in 
making our internal tourism a success, ft is the new/old dil- 
emma, In fact. We know a problem exists, but despite an 
attenpt here and there at rectifying it, we remain where we* 
started long ago. 

This cultural gap means not only cultural and educational 
losses to the Jordanian society. It also drains our .financial 
resources and prevents ns from gaining some valuable exp- 
eriences in nation-baildmg. Such a situation must not be all- 
owed to continue for much longer as we owe it to ourselves and 
the future generations to take steps now to change it. The task 
of tackling this probtem, through involving all concerned par- 
ties and departments in an ongoing dialogue and a positive 
eng agement , should be all the easier since we today have one 
mhiistry dealing with all aspects of culture, tourism and inf- 
ormation and also a private sector and public whose eagerness, 
fin: cooperatiop with ,the, governments ^vitalising toe eco- 
nomy mod improving our way of lie cannot be denied.

Al Ra’i: Last chance for peace 

THE INTERNATIONAL conference on Oil for Peace which ope- 
ned in Rome on Sunday beard an address from Prince Hassan in 
which he dwelt on two points. The first point deal with the historic 
link between the Arab world and Europe and the need for building 
strong ties based on cooperation and understanding that can serve 
both skies. The second point dealt with the current violence in the 
Middle East and the continued Arab-Israeli conflict which is a direct 
result of the world’s disregard to the Palestinian people's rights in 
their homeland. 

Prince Hassan stressed the fact that violence can only breed more 
violence and in the absence of peace in our region it is difficult to 
predict the consequences. Prince Hassan pointed to the fact that in 
such situation fraught with danger not only will the parties to die 
Middle East conflict be affected but the European countries and their 
interests wfll be in jeopardy. 

Therefore, he said. Europe muststep in and find a just solution to 
the Arab-Israeli conflict and see to it that die Palestinians regain 
their rights and their homes and territory. 

Europe can offer guarantees to such peace because any harm done 
to our region is bound to affect Europe as well. Prince Hassan said 
that rime is running out and the present opportunity for making 
peace should not be lost. 

Al Dustour: U.S. bizarre quest 

UNDER THE pretext of carrying war against terrorism, the United 
States pursues a heated campaign against the PLO and against its 
reputation. 

The United States does not recognise the role which the PLO 
played in cooperation with the Egyptian government to save the lives 
of all those on board the Italian cruiser and to end die hij ackin g 
affair. Statements by U.S. officials indicate that Washington will 
continue efforts to capture a leading membef of the PLO’s executive 
body, despite rebuffs from Italy and Yugoslavia, the countries which 
die United States approached to hand over this PLO member.

Arab food security — a dream or a hard-sought reality? 


A STUDY prepared by the 
Arab Organisation for Agr- 
icultural Development (A- 
OAD) revealed that the Arab 
World imports of food have 
risen from S3 billion in 1 970, to 
$16 billion in 1982 and to $34 
billion in J 984. The study pre- 
dicts that this trend would con- 
tinue io rise at the annual ave- 
rage of 1 2.7 pe cent and will no 
doubt raise die annual bill of 
imported food to $127 billion 
by the yeai 2.000. something 
that total Arab ofl revenue 
would not he sufficient to pay 
for. 

In view of die situation, the 
Arab Agriculture Ministers 
Council has endorsed a plan for 
spending $33 billion on pro- 


jects designed to ensure food 
security for the Arab World by 
the year 2.000. $15 billion 
short of the AOAD’s rec- 
ommended $48 billion for the 
purpose. 

In addition to the insufficient 
funds for agricultural inv- 
estments. and by estimating 
that many of the planned pro- 
jects would not always be as 
fruitful as originally projected, 
it is easy to conclude that the 
year 2.000 will find us in a rea- 
lly pitiable situation. 

It is really horrifying to find 
that, at the threshold of the 
2 1st century, we seem to be 
awaiting a miracle to save our 
souls although we are certain 
that the amount of money we 


have is insufficient for. pur- 
chasing our needs of food. 

We might not even find any 
country that could dispense 
with its food to sell to us for all 
the money we would have. 
During this year. Bulgaria was 
reported to have turned down a 
request by one of die OS-rid) 
Arab states for supplying it 
with more meat despite die fact 
that a.higher price was offered 
for the additional shipments. 

The Arab countries have 
never found it difficult to def- 
ine the real causes for the sho- 
rtage in their food production. 
One main cause is attributed to 
the current consumption pat- 
terns in the Arab World.' where 


rampant consumption .of all 
types of commodities outstrips 
any food production increases. 
Another reason is the increase 
si die growth rates of Arab 
population wh idi now stands at 
an average of 2.8 per cent. 

Solution for the problem 
have been always offered by 
specialists, researchers and 
planners, but the fault always 
lies in the implementation of 
decisions. 

Armies of Arab consumers 
constantly seek all types of 
consumer products, enc- 
ouraged in doing so by the 
open-import policies of their 
countries which tend to favour 
importers and consumers to 


producers and manufacturers, 
at the expense of the national 
economy as a whole. 

Indeed, the state of bac- 
kwardness. and constraints on 
financial policies coupled with 
limited regional markets, toe 
absence of agricultural int- 
egration among Arab cou- 
ntries. the rapid increase in the 
population due to religious and 
political reasons are alogcthcr 
responsible for this drastic 
drop in food production. 

What we would like to tell 
policy-makers is that, sooner 
or later, they wfll have to take 
painful decisions to deal with 
toe deteriorating situation. 
Any procrastination in res- 


orting to drastic action now. 
would definitely lead to a much 
more difficult option: to iicg 
- for food or die of hunger. 

The first step on the road of 
bundling the situation should 
focus on intensifying efforts for 
increasing food production, 
followed by spreading awa- 
reness among the public on the 
need to rationalise con- 
sumption of all kinds of com- 
modities. imported or locally- 
produced . 

We must preserve our funds 
and keep our balance of pay- 
ment in good order in pre- 
pa ration for more difficult days 
when austerity measures would 
become inevitable.

next year’s 
election battle

TOULOUSE — France's warring 
Socialist barons have dosed ranks 
— at least for the moment — and 
agreed on a common political line 
for parliamentary elections next 
year. 

But their show of unity at a 
three-day congress here marked 
what is likely to be only a pause in 
a race to find the party’s next can- 
didate for president. 

Party tactions, much to their 
surprise, found themselves in 
basic agreement on their political 
strategy and there was no que- 
stioning of the government’s eco- 
nomic policies. 

Nobody breached an unspoken 
agreement to ignore the awkard 
subject of the sinking of the Gre- 
enpeace ship Rainbow Warrior in 
New Zealand by French agents. 

The congress agreed that the 
strategy of alliance with the 
Communists that brought the Soc- 
ialists to power in 1981 was dead 
but was unable to think of an obv- 
ious replacement 
However, there was agreement 
that the Socialists would return to 
opposition if the election left them 
too weak to form a govern ment on ' 
their own terms. 

Education Minister Jean -Pierre 
Chevenement said toe election 
was only the first battle in what 
would be ‘a war of movement’ 
between 1986 and 1988. 

Because President Mitterrand’s 
term still has two years to run. the 
left will still control the Elysee 
Palace even if. as seems inevitable, 
it loses its national assembly maj- 
ority. 

As head of state, Mitterrand 
will still have the wide powers pa- 
nted by the Gauliist constitution 
of the fifth republic. He will be 
able to appoint and sack the prime 
minister and dissolve the assembly 
to hold' fresh elections if he cho- 
oses. 

Officially, the Socialist congress 
was supposed to concentrate on 
1986 but it was dear that many 
party leaders were positioning 
themselves for the race to succeed 
Mitterrand. 

Former Agriculture Minister 
Michel Rocard. who uns- 


uccessfully challenged Mitterrand 
for the party's 1981 nomination, is 
the only one who has officially 
announced his candidature. 

His most dangerous likely rival , 
Prime Minister Laurent Fabius. 
won an ovation with a speech that 
showed he has what Rocard seems 
to lack — a political killer instinct 

Also polishing their images 
were Fabius* s predecessor Pierre 
Mauroy and Education Minister 
Jean- Pierre Ch eveneme nt. 

Chevenement has for many 
years been the standard-bearer 
for the party's left wing but now 
cultivates a traditionalist image as 
toe man who has reintroduced the 
‘ Masefllaise*. the national anthem, 
to French classrooms. He stands 
for a Nationalist anti-American 
policy which has echoes of the late 
General De Gaulle. 

The verbal jousting between 
Chevenement and Rocard showed 
that the old labels of left and right 
now have 1 htle meaning in the Soc- 
ialist Party. 

Rocard has provoked a debate 
on whether the party should emu- 
late the successful Social Dem- 
ocratic parties of Sweden. Austria 
and West Germany. Until rec- 
. ently. Social Democrat was a 
’■near-insult among French Soc- 
ialists. 

The party always avoided the 
terra in order to distinguish itself 
from its predecessor, toe SFIO. 
discredited and weakned by its 
partnership in right-wing coa- 
litions. 

Now. with the Socialists boa- 
sting about their successes in con- 
trolling inflation, boosting bus- 
iness profits and improving the 
trade balance, the term is no lon- 
ger totally taboo. 

Party strategists agree that in 
toe long term it must evolve into a 
broader-based movement with a 
less middle-class flavour. The aim 
is to replace the declining Com- 
munist Party completely and bec- 
ome toe main political force in 
France, while still re maining anc- 
hored on the left. 

This would mean turning the 
party from a white-collar mov- 
ement of teachers, civil servants 
and local militants into a mass 
party with working-class mem- 
bership. 





Soviet laymen and intellectuals 
voice hopes for world peace

MOSCOW — For Muscovites, 
this dully gray autumn is the sea- 
son of front-wh eel-drive Sputniks, 
early “shapkas” and star wars. 
And with November’s snows, they 
know, comes Geneva’s sup- 
erpower su mmi t. 

“Sour hopes are up. For dis- 
armament — and for no star 
wars,’’ said a red-haired, -35- 
yfakr-old ’mechanic named Sash^. 
: ft was a typical comment among 
people stopped by a Western jou- 
rnalist on city streets. 

Over at Pravda. too. the tone is 
upbeat. 

“What is encouraging in the 
White House reaction to our pro- 
posals is that they are not rejecting 
them offhand, as they did before.” 
Vladimir V. Bolchakov. a com- 
mentator for the Communist 
Party newspaper, told a visitor. 

Across town at Izvestia, how- 
erver. dour-l-aced ex-diplomat 
Valentin Falin. an editorialist for 
toe government paper, sounded 
sceptical. 

“Even if Mr. Reagan would like 
to have an agreement in pri- 
nciple,” Falin said, “no single pol- 
itical leader can stop the 
inertia of military development in 
toe United States." 

In these weeks before the Nov. 
19-20 Soviet-U.S. summit, the 
Moscow mood is far from mon- 
olithic. 

For ordinary Soviets, everyday 


concerns come first: Getting on 
the waiting list for the sleek new 
Sputnik hatchback automobiles 
that have hif the road this fall; 
sweeping up the poplar leaves that 
blanket Moscow sidewalks like 
golden-yellow blizzards; queuing 
up at the vodka drops, whose 
hours were shortened in an anti- 
drinking campaign; digging out 
toe shapka fur hat before the Arc- 
tic wind whips in. 
j But. like Americans, they also 
''worry about,, the international 
arms race. They follow the official 
Soviet news media's reports on the 
coming meeting between General 
Secretary Mikhail S. Gorbachev 
and President Reagan, the first 
superpower summit in six years. 
They know about Gorbachev’s 
“constructive” proposal for deep 
cuts in offensive nuclear weapons, 
and about the frightening “zuy- 
ozdniye voiny” (Star Wars), Rea- 
gan’s plan for building space def- 
ense against missile attack. 

What they do not know is that 
toe U.S. government contends 
that Soviets are conducting res- 
earch into similar defensive wea- 
pons systems. 

“I think we are using space only 
for peaceful purposes," a 44- 
year-old woman who gave her 
name as Katyana insisted to an 
inquiring reporter. 

Vladimir Morozov, the deputy 
Foreign Ministry spokesman, 
asked about the U.S. reports, rep- 
eated an official line heard eve- 


rywhere: “We are against the mfl- 
itarisation of space." 

Gorbachev’s plan has drawn a 
mixed reaction from American 
officials. They welcome it as a bar- 
gaining proposal, but at file same 
time some call it potentially dan- 
gerous to U.S. “securiy.” In Mos- 
cow, in a series of interviews last 
week. Soviet officials and com- 
mentators sounded unsure of the 
chances for success at the summit. 
"“We go to' Geneva with the 
hope of finding a solution,” was all 
the non-committal Morozov 
would say. 

Whatever the uncertainties, the 
Soviets are clearly relishing the 
attention won by the new Soviet 
leader’s arms-control initiative. 

“I think we are leading dip- 
lomatically now. The position is 
very dynamic,” said an ent- 
husiastic Soviet specialist on 
American public opinion. Andrei 
Y. Melville. 

The soviets sometimes play 
down fiie importance of individual 
leaden, but the 54-year-old 
Gorbachev, who took power last 
March and brought a younger 
look to fixe Kremlin, has his boo- 
sters among the intelligentsia. - 

Lev S. Semeiko, a military spe- 
cialist and colleague of Melville at 
toe U.S. and Canada Institute, 
acknowledged that Moscow for 
years had rejected toe “deep- 
cuts” idea. 

Now that a substantial Soviet 
proposal is on fixe table, he said. 


“I connect h with Gorbachev’s- 
coming to power.” 

-Bolchakov. at Pravada. cha- 4 
racierised the new leadership as 
“more energetic.” and said Gor- 
bachev’s more open personal style 
“shouldn’t be underestimated.” 

In a free-wheeling conversation 
in his cluttered office. Bolchakov 
also touched on an underlying 
motive for the Soviet push on arms 
control — Gorbachev’s hopes to 
. reform the balky Soviet economy. . 

“The Soviet Union needs a 
long, longperiodof peace...nota 
new buildup of arms.” Bolchakov 
said. “We are not interested in an 
economy of waste.” 

The economic pressure — only 
infrequently acknowledged by the 
Soviets — underlines the imp- f 
ortance erf toe Geneva summit for 
Moscow. 

It win be an opportunity to 
“show the seriousness of our pro- 
posals.” the Soviets said over and 
over. And Gorbachev, like Rea- 
gan. can be a persuasive man, said 
Morozov. 

But. the foreign Ministeiy spo- 
kesman interjected with a Laugh, 
“let me assure you. be won’t try to 
tonx Mr. Reagan into a Marxist.” 

Out on the streets, some Mus- 
covites seem to have faith in the 
convinced non- Marxist in the 
White House. 

“We just want peace,” said “ 
46-year-old engineer G alina Smi- 
rnova. “and I think Ronald Rea- 
gan wants peace, too.”

FEW POETS ever resemble the 
dark, handsom e , ascetic image 
pojnilartyattributedto them. Ibr-. 
dim Nasrallah is one exception; 
an attractive man, tall, slender, 
only youth limiting him from ele= 
gance. With saddened brown eyes 
and a warm eloquent smile, he sits 
relaxed yet intertwined, long legs 
crossed, whilst hands gently move. 
-True poets hands, of twisted knu- 
ckles, and white tapering lingers 
which softly bold, inove, tap and 
direct. Not a man of wild gestures, 
he appears self-contained yet dis- 
cusses his poetry with passion, 
always demanding, die best and 
most accdratetranslatkm, lovingly 
remembermg lines written long 
ago and constantly seeking to 
make explicit even the most int- 
riguing mid incomprehensible of . 
his works. " 

Although best known as a poet, 
the thirty year did Mr. Nasrallah is 
a practising journalist as well as a 
novelist. He has published six 
books of poetry. His works are 
constantly changing and. with a 
ripple effect, appealing to an ever 
widening audience. . 

Frequently Mr. . Nasrallah's 
works mirror his early imp- 
overished years as a refugee child 
Jiving in WedhaL “Childhood lea- . 
ves ns print on the future cha- 
racter. My childhood was not easy 
nor easily forgotten.” he said and 
with a bitter shrug continued, “my 
hard chOdbood was not mine 


alone but the shared chfldhopd of 
a whole people.” In (me of hi$ 
poems “A dialogue between two 
friends”, die poet, through two 
characters, discusses die miracle 
of surviving the hardships chi- 
ldhood in exSe. In a happier vein 
he wirite “Good morning chi- 
ldren, good morning revolution”, 
in whsdbbe describes a better, b ti- 
ter future for Palestinian cfai- 
ren through the Palestinian rev- 
olution. Mr. Nasrallah believes 
hat the shared poverty of his fel- 
low refugees reflected itself upon 
family relations which were dif- 
ficult to maintain under such cruel 
conditions. Fathers worked hard, 
often rising before die children 
awoke and frequently not ret- 
urning until after they were asl- 
eep. With, large families, in Mr. 
Nasrallah’s there are ten. material 
possessions were few, toys simple 
if do t non-existent and life a con- 
stant struggle. “We missed family 
relationships.” he softly added. In 
’Talks about by father and oth- 
ers” he describes his father, a 
worker at the cigarette factory: 

‘He has a dream of a loaf and a 
day of rock. 

Inis is my father, injured by die 
winds of die early morning. 
Inflamed with affection, he has the 
face of my mother 
Asa covering, protecting him from 
die coldness of winter. 

What he owns of die glittering city 
Is the burning of his role in die 
extinguished evening. ' . 

That is my father, so old in his mis- 
ery. 


Mr. Nasrallah started to write 
poetry at the age of sixteen. His 
early works are all in colloquial 
Arabic and much of bis verse was’ 
inspired by the Palestinian str- 
uggle. After foe Tell AI Za’tar 
massacre, foe direction of his poe- 
try dhanged. “it was a bloody tur- 
ning point in my life,” and he dec- 
ided to write in classical Arabic, 
“so 1 could reach the larger aud- 
ience of the Arab world”. He 
added, “however ray poetry in cla- 
ssicial Arabic inherited the sim- 
plicity of my previous works.” 

For Mr. Nasrallah, all is gov- 
erned by politics “the harshness of 
childhood is political, the youth 
we lost and could not possess is 
political. The dady threats to the 
mdividnal and foe people are pol- 
itical. Me and my poetry are foe 
products of this situation”. Nev- 
ertheless. he continued, “nature, 
woman and everything beautiful 
inspires me because still the har- 
dship of life cannot separate us 
from the beauty of life.” 

The significant early influences 
oo Mr. Nasrallah's poetry were 
foe dynamic and powerful Pal- 
estinian poets: Mahmoud Dar- 
wish.Saiinh Al Jassam. and Taw- 
fic Zayad. However, he later read 
both modem and classical Arabic 
verse and then. “I chose my ind- 
ependent way.” he added with a. 
whimsical shrug. In the century of 
mass communications, Mr. Nas- 
rallah has read from the far cla- 
ssical past: Homer. Viigfl, passing 
into foe era of Shakespeare and 
from there on to the modem era of 
literature. “I am foe son of fob 


great human heritage,” be said. 

Most of his poetry is in blan k 
verse with what he describes as 
symphonic music Or rhythm. The 
symphonic expression allows the 
poem to move freely and the poet 
to express himself in many dir- 
ections. Some of Mr. Nasrallah's 
poems are short, but many are 
epic, some published alone. “No 
man (blood) earns back its old 
colour.” foe history of the Pal- 
estinian Fadayeen from 1 969 until 
1982. is one thousand five hun- 
dred lines. Similarly “The last dia- 
logue a few minutes before the 
death of a bird.'’ is also an epic, 
describing foe horrific death of 
two Palestinian fighters who were 
brutally beaten to death after hij- 
acking a bus in occupied Palestine. 
Dedicated to foe two dead fig- 
hters. the poem is symbolic of the 
iter in general, as the “product 
history and oppression.” 

Mr. Nasrallah’s other poems are 
diverse. “I am human and the nat- 
ure of my poetry is human, whe- 
ther I speak about a flower, a Tig- 
hter or a woman it is all human. I 
write for my country, foe rose, and 
women too.” he quipped with a 
warm laugh . One poem dear to his 
heart is “Windows” in which he 
concludes that the window is the 
wisdom of the walls as it is that 
from which we view life. Another 
anthology “Songs of foe mor- 
ning.” describes all aspects of life, 
women, and nature, even horses. 

Although still relatively young 
success has come early to him. A 
much recognised figure, and par-

ticularly popular with younger 
audiences. Mr. Nasrallah has had 
wkje exposure throughout the 
Arab World. Balladna a well 
known Palestinian folk troupe, 
uses h is colloquial poems widely in 
their repertoire of songs on Pal- 
estine. He still writes for them 
today. He has visited many Arab 
countries to recite his verse, inc- 
luding E^pt. Lebanon. Iraq 
North ancTSouth Yemen and the 
United Arab Emirates. 

Some of his poetry has been 
translated into other languages 
including Russian. And Mr. Nas- 
rallah has been invited to the Sov- 
iet Union by the Soviet Ass- 


ociation of Writers. For two suc- 
cessive years Mr. Nasrallah won 
the Jordanian Writers League 
award and he is nominated for foe 
State Literary prize which was ini- 
tiated this year. 

How does a young poet cope 
with early success? With a tap of 
an index finger on his glass and a 
slight smite he replied, “being suc- 
cessful makes you more res- 
ponsible and trains you to convey 
your ideas better.” A sign of this 
diligence and precision is that in 
the last year Mr. Nasrallah pub- 
lished only one poem, foe epic 
“Last dialogue a few minutes bef- 
ore the death of a bird.”

He was answering questions at a 
North Atlantic Treaty Org- 
anisation (NATO) news con- 
ference. 

W ashing ton has, with Israel, 
consistently refused to talk to foe 
PLO. “We have to bold firm that 
people who uphold violence can- 
not sit at foe negotiating table.” 
Mr. Shultz said. 

The United States bad earlier 
regretted Britain’s decision to inv- 
ite foe PLO members to talks in 
London. However. Mr. Shultz 
said it was probably a welcome 
development that “foe PLO rep- 
resentatives’ reluctance to accept 
U.N. resolutions... and to reject 
violence." had been dem- 
onstrated. 

Palestinian newspapers pub- 
lished in East Jerusalem criticised 
Britain for requesting a pledge to 
renounce violence from foe PLO 
delegates, terming it blackmail 

Calling foe Britifo demand 
rude attempt at blackmail by the 
British government,” Al Shaab 
newspaper said the PLO should 
not make concessions. 

‘ The British government is mis- 
taken in thinking it can outsmart 
foe PLO. Those interested in 
peace should ask foe US. and Isr- 
ael to mate concessions and show 
goodwill,” it added. 

Al Quds newspaper said the 
cancellation was a blow to Jordan 
and the PLO. “Doesn’t Britain 
realise tat foe PLO refused to 
give sudi a pledge to the Ame- 
ricans?

Walid Junblatfs Progressive Soc- 
ialist Party (PSP) and Justice Min- 
ister Nabm Bern's Shfite Amal 
militia have been meeting for two 
weeks with Mr. Khaddam. Syria's 
top expert on Lebanese affairs. 

Dozens of previous agreements 
readied since the war broke out in 
1975 have collapsed. 

On the face of it there was no 
way to tell whether the new accord 
wm succeed or dol But even 
“Lebanese Forces” sources noted 
that conditions now appear more 
favourable, although differences 
remain over the pace of political 
reforms demanded by Muslims. 

It is the first reach ecfby the for- 
ces that do the figbting'and Syria, 
foe main poweibroker in Leb- 
anon. has made clear it is det- 
ermined to pacify its unruly nei- 
ghbour. 

But the consent of “Lebanese 
Forces” leader Elie Hobeika to 
negotiate a settlement has tri- 
ggered gunbattles between his 
backers and supporters of the mil- 
itia's pro-Israeli chief of staff, 
Samir Geagea. 

Beirut police said one mil- 
itiamen was killed and 10 other 
people, five civilians and five 
gunmen, were wounded in ove- 


rnight gunbattles in the mostly 
Christian eastern sector of the 
Lebanese capital. 

The Syrians are pressing to hold 
a reconciliation summit in Dam- 
ascus under which foe dominant 
Christians will agree to political 
reforms giving the majority Mus- 
lims an equal share of power. 

Christians have dominated the 
government, foe judiciary and the 
army since independence from 
France in 1943. They were con- 
sidered then to be a majority. But 
Muslims now make up 55 per cent 
of Lebanon's four million pop- 
ulation. 

Michel Samaha. the “Lebanese 
Forces” negotiator, termed Tue- 
,.sd^s talks “positiye and con- 
structive.” 

PSP and Amal officials were not 
available for comment. But all 
sides have in recent days markedly 
toned down their normally bel- 
licose statements. 

Mr. Junblatt two days ago str- 
essed : “We want a genuine peace. 
We're not war-lovers." 

D[. Hobeika stressed Sunday 
foat'^we are halfway between war 
and peace.” This was interpreted 
as meaning he was prepared to 
make concessions, but at a slower 
pace than the Muslims have been 
demanding.

U.S. State Department officials

Syrian government has told Was- 
hington the body will be turned 
over to LLS. officials if it is ide- 
ntified as that of an American cit- 
izen. 

The diplomatic source added: 
“Everything is being done to fin- 
alise the autopsy as soon as pos- 
sible." 

U.S. embassy officials denied 
reports that the body has been 
handed over to them. 

The Western sources said the 
body was still in Syrian custody, 
“but Western consuls have access 
to the morgue.” 

The Italian ANSA news agency 
quoted unnamed judicial sources 
as saying Prosecutor Ettore Cos- 
tanza was expected to fly to Dam- 
ascus Tuesday to check whether 
foe body is that of Kiinghoffer.

European allies 
are new target for 
‘Voice of America’

WASHINGTON — The United 
States government is planning to 
offer radio listeners in Western 
Europe soon a blend of news, 
music and features designed to 
combat what Washington sees as 
anti-Americanism in allied cou- 
ntries. 

U.S. officials say foe Voice of 
America (VO A), which transmits 
in 43 languages from Washington 
studios to Communist bloc and 
developing areas, is gearing up to 
resume broadcasts tailored for all- 
ied nations next month after a 
25-year break. 

VOA says it plans to begin bro- 
adcasts on October 15 in parts of 
West Germany and the Paris area, 
and possibly in other areas. 

The controversial operation, 
with a stari-up budget of some 
three million dollars, stems from 
President Reagan administration 
'concerns about a perceived lef- 
tward drift of public opinion in 
Western Europe. Officials say 
they fear Europe's young people 
are increasingly unsympathetic to 
America and its policies. 

“There are a lot of mis- 
perceptions stout Americans and 
what we’re like." Frank Scott, a 
Munich-based VOA official in 
charge of the operation, told 
Reuters. 

“There are parts of Europe 
which seem to have no idea that 
j the United States has foe largest 
middle class in the history of civ- 
ilisation. They think that eve- 
rybody is either rich or poor.” 

The result is “a fair amount of 
anti-Americanism." he said. 

Scott said the VOA hopes to 
counter “a very real concern 
about the American story not 
being told too well" by doing a 
better job of informing Europeans 
■about the United States. 

He said it will try to improve 
America’s image among those too 
young to remember World War 
Two by broadcasting — at first in 
English — news, music and fea- 
tures about the United States 
“that hopefully will he so well 
done people will be able to see it. 
feel it and smell it. 

“Our long range plan is to patch 
together a network that covers all 
of Western Europe in English and 
subsequently, hopefully, if the 
funding comes along, in other lan-‘ 
guages.” 

The objective is to air foe bro- 
adcasts eventually in German. Ita- 
lian. French and Spanish as well as 
English. 

VOA. part of foe U.S. Inf- 
ormation Agency (USIA) and 
wholly funded by foe American 
taxpayer, is making various com- 
mercial arrangements to reach an 
audience that already has many 
•other sources of radio pro- 


gramming at its fingertips. 

Officials say it is negotiating to 
use radio channels on cable TV 
systems in West Germany. Nor- 
way, Belgium, The Netherlands 
and Luxembourg. It also plans to 
buy airtime on FM stations in sev- 
eral European cities. 

Initial plans target continental 
Europe and efforts to reach Bri- 
tish markets are expected later. 
VOA officials said. 

“It Isn’t something that cropped 
up. overnight.” Scott said. “It is a 
bipartisan venture and foe pla- 
nning for it. the push for it... has 
been going on for many years." 

“The budget request was sent to 
Congress before the sDI (Str- 
ategic Defence Initiative} pro- 
posal was ever made.'* 

■ He said a U.S. government sur- 
vey shows the new European pro- 
gramming will reach masses of 
people and “hopefully set foe rec- 
ord straight" about America, its 
people and its policies. 

But his conviction that foe eff- 
ort is necessary and will prove use- 
ful is not shared by everyone at 
Voice of America. 

Calling the targeting of Western 
Europe “a venture we’ll regret." 
one experienced VOA bro- 
adcaster who did not want to he 
identified conceded that some 
Europeans might not be as fri- 
endly as they once were but 
added: “whether we can win them 
over with a combination of soap 
opera, good modem American 
music and a smattering of news is 
extremely doubtful." 

Many in Congress are also sce- 
ptical. 

“There are probably places 
where wc could better spend our 
money — Central America, foe 
Third World, almost any place 
besides Europe." said an inf- 
luential senate staff member. 

Another congressional aide said 
foe voice's broadcasts to Western 
Europe are likely to be regarded 
as “propagandistic.” 

Senior VOA officials sUy foe 
governments of all pie countries 
involved have encouraged foe 
broadcasts. But a number of Wes- 
tern European diplomats con- 
tacted by. Retuers were almost 
uniformly negative about foe plan. 

“American news broadcasts are 
already available in Germany for 
anyone who is interested." said an 
official of the West German emb- 
assy in Washington. ~ 

Officials of other embassies, 
noting that Western Europe is 
awash with information about! 
U.S. lifestyles, culture and policies 
— through imported 'American 
newspapers, books, magazines 
and television shows — ‘said they 
wondered what foe VOA hoped 
to accomplish. 

Some said foe administration 1 
had created a phantom problem 
by confusing opposition to its pol- 
icies with anti-Americanism. 


The use of radio waves: 
a view from Moscow

WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
Department of State has recently 
made a statement in which it “wel- 
comes” the wish of some Western 
countries to cancel the int- 
ernational convention on foe use 
of radio broadcasting for peaceful 
purposes. This convention was 
adopted in Geneva under the 
aegis of the League of Nations in 
1936. 

At the present time, when doz- 
ens of radio voices operate on the 
air. the convention on the use of 
broadcasting for the benefit of 
peace not only has retained its 
importance but has also become 
highly topical. It declares the use 
of radio for waging a “psy- 
chological war” unlawful. But this 
is at variance with the aims and 
objectives of Washington’s for- 
eign policy. The United States, 
whfle not being a party to foe con- 
vention. has deemed it possible to 
state openly that it is “ine- 
ffective. 

Using the slogan of a “free flow 
of information.” Capitol Hill str- 
ategists are carrying out a large- 
scale programme of “psy- 
chological war.” In doing so. they 
give emphasis to radio bro- 
adcasting. For instance, over 
1 .000 hours on the air a week are 
given to the Voice of America, 
which broadcasts in 42 languages.. 
The Liberty and Free Europe 
radio stations broadcast for more 
than LOGO hours in 21 languages. 
The Pentagon radio facilities 
which broadcast for 780 hours a 
week are scattered all across the 
world. Furthermore, the RIAS 
radio station located in West Ber- 
lin broadcasts for 234 hours. Last 
but not least various private 
American radio stations transmit 
abroad for more than 500 hours. 
In the next few years it is planned 
to spend $1,800 million on mod- 
ernising the radio sendees of the 
United States. This money wiU be 
channelled into foe modernisation 
of the old relay stations and stu- 
;dios and on building new ones, as 
•well as on fitting them with the 


newest equipment, computers Inc- 
luded. 

Along with the increase in foe 
capacities of the radio bro- 
adcasting facilities, the geography 
of broadcasting is to widen con- 
siderably. The top officials of foe 
Voice of America have recently 
signed agreements on stationing 
new radio transmitters with Sri 
Lanka. Morocco. Thailand. Belize 
and some other countries. The 
radio station of the Voice of Costa 
Rica, built and functioning on 
American money, has been ope- 
rating since foe beginning of this 
year. It relays foe Voice of Ame- 
rica programmes for foe Car- 
ibbean area. The anti-Cuban sta- 
tion Radio Marti began its bro- 
adcasts last May. In that same 
month the U.S. Congress adopted 
a legislative amendment in acc- 
ordance with which one more 
radio centre. Free Afghanistan, is 
to be set up. The search for new 
“bridgeheads" for radio pro- 
paganda is conducted also by foe 
Board for International Bro- 
adcasting. which controls foe act- 
ivity of Liberty and Free Europe. 

Against foe background of the 
extension of radio broadcasting, 
foe United States makes active 
efforts to boost TV propaganda 
for foreign countries. The Wor- 
Jdnet TV system has been ope- 
rating for two. years under the 
aegis of foe U.S. Information 
Agency (USIA). Sutfo services as 
Videodialogue and TV Satellite 
File are being developed. 

So. there is a continuous “free 
flow of information," which is so 
actively advocated in Washington, 
through the radio. TV and video 
channels. In actual fact, this flow is 
unilateral. It is for this reason that 
any attempt to stop it causes irr- 
itation at foe U.S. It is for this 
reason that the United States has 
declared UNESCO, which stands 
for establishing a new, more just 
and balanced international inf- 
ormation order, an “anti- 
America" organisation and has 
withdrawn from it. It is for this 
reason that the USA is against foe 
concept of using radio bro- 
. ad casting for peaceful purposes. 
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Sweden’s Jarryd upset 


by unranked American 


SYDNEY (R) — Defending champion Anders Jar- 
ryd of Sweden was bundled out of the Australian 
Indoor Tennis Championships in the first round 
Tuesday by up-and-coming American Bnd Schultz. 


Schultz. 26. from Boston. Mas- 
sachusetts. who has moved up the 
rankings from 188th. to 59th in 
just nine months, dispatched the 
number two seed 6-4. 6-4 in imp- 
ressive style. 

Jarryd was the second seeded 
player to fail. Earlier, number 
seven John Sadri fell victim to 

big-serving fellow- American Chip 
Hooper 7-6. 6-3. 

But the second day of com- 
petition saw no other upsets, with 
the third and fourth seeds. Andres 
Gomez of Ecuador and New Yor- 
ker Paul Annacone. going through 
to the next round. 

Gomez almost suffered a sim- 
ilar fate to Jarryd. He came withm 
a whisker of defeat by Californian 
Matt Mitchell but staved off his 
determined challenge to win 6-3. 
3-6. 7-5. 

Jarryd. 24. was under attack 
from the start against Schultz, who 
gave the tideholder little chance to 
establish a rhythm. After taking 
the first set in commanding fas- 
hion. he chalked up another break 
in the third game of the second 
which destroyed the Swede's 
composure once and for all. 

“I knew it would be tough but 
not as hand as it was." Jarryd 


commented ruefully. 

The unseeded Hooper, ranked 
96th. had to be woken up to play 
Sadri Tuesday mo rning after a 
scheduling mix-up. 

“I thought I was to play at the 
end of the day and not the start, 
but it may have helped. I was rea- 
lly loose after having had no time 
to think about the match." he said. 

Hooper, who meets Californian 
Mike Bauer in the second round, 
stormed 10 5-3 in the final set. 
then fought off three break points 
before winning his first match 
point with a booming serve and an 
easy crosscourt volley. 

Annacone. fresh from his Bri- 
sbane Classic victory on Sunday, 
had no trouble beating Nigeria's 
Nduka Odizor 6-3. 6-3 and next 
meets his Brisbane final victim. 
Kelly Evemden of New Zealand. 

Four of die top eight seeds have 
safely reached the second round 
with two. US. Open Champion 
Ivan Lendl and Frenchman Henri 
Leconte, numbers one and five 
respectively, yet to play. 

Both face Australian opponents 
Wednesday. Lendl meets qualifier 
Craig Miller, while Leconte takes 
on Davis Cup team newcomer 


Wally Masur. 

Lendl, the world number one. 
expressed some doubt Tuesday 
about die shoulder injury which 
kept arch-rival John McEnroe 
from competing here. 

The American pulled out last 
Friday saying he had injured his 
shoulder during his defeat by 
Lendl in a New Jersey exhibition 
match. The Czechoslovak had also 
won their previous meeting, the 
U.S. Open final. 

“I only said two words to him in 
the exhibition. One was “good" 
and the other was “evening*' but 
he did not look to have injured his 
shoulder/’ Lendl mid reporters 
when he arrived. 

He qualified his statement by 
saying that only the player con- 
cerned really knows if he has an 
mjury. 

“I like to keep my withdrawals 
to a minimum. He might have 
other priorities at the moment but 
I think the press would be wrong 
to write him off/' he added. 


Karpov plays for win 


MOSCOW (R) — Challenger 
Garry Kasparov, playing with the 
disadvantage of tne black pieces, 
sacrificed an early pawn Tuesday 
in game 16 of his world chess title 
rematch against champion Ana- 
toly Karpov. 

The 24-game series is dea- 
dlocked at V/i points each after 1 5 
games but Karpov will retain his 
tide in the event of a 12-12 tie. 

More than 1 .000 spectators sat 
in tense silence as Karpov dared 
his opponent to repeat the inn- 
ovative pawn sacrifice in a var- 
iation of die Sicilian defence 
which Kasparov unveiled in game 
12. 

After a moment’s hesitation. 
Kasparov accepted the bait and 
gave up a central pawn with a bold 
gambit on his eighth move. Kar- 
pov. who had had more than a 
week to think up a response to the 


sacrifice, produced a new 11th 
move but Kasparov rifled out bis 
reply. 

Experts had expected Kasparov 
to use the extra activity of his pie- 
ces generated by the pawn sac- 
rifice to try to regain material equ- 
ality and force a d raw. but the cha- 
llenger concentrated on coo- 
rdinating his forces. 

Assessing the challengers sco- 
rnful approach to material equ- 
ality in die game, some gra- 
ndmasters said it appeared he was 
intent on pursuing a victory with 
the black pieces. 

This would deal a blow to Kar- 
pov's morale and mean Kasparov 
need only draw the remaining 
games to take the title. 

After 1 1 moves, experts were 
divided on who had the edge in the 
game but most said there were still 
winning chances for both playets. 


World Cup 
Inspections to 
follow schedule 


ZURICH (R) — There are no 
plans to advance the official ins- 
pection tours of the World Cup 
soccer venues in Mexico sch- 
eduled for early December, an off- 
icial of the Internationa] Football 
Federation (FIFA) said Tuesday. 

The official was questioned 
about reports dial an inspection 
team would visit Mexico next 
month for an on-the-spot ass- 
essment following last month's 
disastrous earthquake. Parts of 
die Mexican capital, which inc- 
ludes two World Cup sites, were 
levelled. 

“Hie official inspection team 
wQI leave for Mexico on Dec- 
ember 5 and report its findings to 
the executive committee meeting 
in Mexico City on December 1 1 . 
We have no plans for an earlier 
visit" he told Reuters. 

He said any request for the pos- 
tponement of the World Cup fin- 
als would have to be submitted 
formally to FIFA's executive 
committee by the Mexican org- 
anisers, who maintain the sta- 
diums aid related facilities are 
undamaged.

The jets won their 
fifth consecutive game and moved atop the AFC East with a 5-1 
record. Miami, which had won four straight, dropped to 4-2. New 
York had not beaten Miami in seven games before Monday, but 
they dominated the Dolphins in the second half. The jets led 6-0 
at halftime on field goals of 22 and 18 yards by Pat Leahy, then 
controlled the ball for much of the second half behind McNeiTs 
running.

BOSTON. Massachusetts ( AP) — Olympic marathon gold med- 
allist Joan Benoit won her thinj Boston 1 0-kilometre run Mon- 
day. but did it in controlled style as a tuneup for die American 
Marathon in Chicago next Sunday. The 28-year-old Freeport. 
Maine, resident toured the course, which she called ‘'flat and 
fast" through Boston and Cambridge in 31:49. finishing 14 sec- 
onds ahead of runner-up and defending champion JudiSt. Hilaire 
of Boston. Benoit earned $4,000 for her mild victory in the 
nine-year history of the race.

French president defends Third 
World financial views 


BRASILIA (R) — French Pre- 
sident Francois Mitterrand has 
joined Brazilian officials in ass- 
erting Third World debtor nations 
should not repay their loans at the 
cost of poverty, unemployment 
and recession. 

Mr. Mitterrand pledged in a 
visit here to defend Brazil's int- 
erests and said it was indefensible 
that developing nations should 
face no other options than rec- 
ession or stagnation in the next 1 5 
or 20 years. 

“There is no durable solution to 
the foreign debt problem without 
a high sncl sustained growth of the 
world economy and reforms in the 
international monetary system." 
Mr. Mitterrand said at a banquet 
Monday ni gh t. 

B razilian President Jose Samey 
said Brazil, the Third World's big- 
gest debtor, “could not pay die 
debt with the orthodox • adj- 
ustment mech anis ms of market 
laws, because it would mean to 
pay with poverty, unemployment 
and economic recession.” 

Mr. Mitterrand and Mr. Samey 
held a 90-minute private meeting 
Monday, a few bouts after the 
French president's arrival for ‘a 


a Western head of state since the 
country returned to civilian rule in 
March. 

A Mitterrand aide said the for- 
eign debt issue bad dominated the 
first round of talks and it again 
dominated Monday night’s spe- 
eches at the futurtstic Itamaraty 
Palace. 


Mr. Samey reiterated that Bra- 
zil wanted to negotiate die res- 
cheduling of its $103 billion debt 
but said it will reject “patronage 
and recession" imposed by an 
economic system ‘ L that has shown 
itself to be unjust punitive, dis- 
criminatory and spoliative tow- 
ards the developing nations." 

Mr. Mitterrand said the fate of 
creditor and debtor nations was 
dosely linked but that a solution 
was possible only by sharing the 
buiden.

Dubai, India sign traffic 
agreement for new airline 


DUBAI (R) — The emirate of 
Dubai Tuesday signed the first 
bilateral air agreement for its new 
airline. Emirates Air, giving it 
landing rights in Bombay and New 
Delhi, airline officials said. 

Under the agreement Dubai 
and India will equally share 4.500 
seats weekly between the emirate 
and the two Indian cities. 

Dubai announced plans for its 
own airline in May amid dis- 
satisfaction over Giilf Air’s service 
to the emirate. Airline sources 
said it will begin service on Oct 25 


to both India and Pakistan, where 
it has an “operating permit" to 
land in Karachi. 

The agreement with India fol- 
lows one reached in Bahrain on 
Sunday between India and the reg- 
ional carrier Gulf Air. under 
which Gulf Air’s flights were cut 
to 26 weekly from 30 between 
India and Gulf points. Bahrain 
aviation sources said. 

The Dubai airline also plans to 
serve Kuwait, although landing 
rights there are still under neg- 
otiation.

Municipal governments wifi 
be allowed to seek loans abroad 
for public works. 

State-owned land worth about 
400 billion yen ($1.9 billion) will 
be freed for private housing and 
urban development. Private dev- 
elopers will be encouraged to 
build facilities like sewerage sys- 
tems and recoup the cost from 
associated housing investment. 

Another inducement to spend 
more was provided by a plan to 
increase the number. of Jpaanese 
workers enjoying a five-day week. 

Officials said it was hoped to 


increase the average number of 
days off in a year from the present 
103 — including weekend and 
public holidays — to about 1 13. 
This would be the same as in 
North America. 

Some of the government funds 
required will be raised in the next 
national budget for the fiscal year 
starting next April. But gov- 
ernment sources said there would 
be no new government bond iss- 
ues in view of the already heavy 
budget deficit. 

The package comes as a 
follow-up to a three-year pro- 
gramme of measures to open up 
Japanese markets to foreign goods 
and services. 

Since last month congressional 
ire has been somewhat soothed by 
the increase in the value of the yen 
following concerted intervention 
on foreign exchange markets, 
markets.

FAO expects record cereal output, stocks 


ROME (AP) — The UN. Food 
and Agriculture Organisation 
(FAO). oonrinued favourable 
weather in major producing areas, 
on Monday raised its forecast of 
world cereal production in 1 985 to 
a record 1 .884 million tons. 

The figure represents an inc- 
rease of eight million tons above 
last month's estimate and 39 mil- 
lion tons more than the previous 
year. 

In a monthly food outlook rep- 
ort, FAO said crop prospects have 
improved in western and eastern 
Africa. As a result. J985 harvests 
will be much better than last year 
in most of the previously 
drought-affected countries. FAO. 
said and some of those countries 
may even be able to export food. 

m southern and eastern Africa 
where harvests are now complete, 
supluses are estimated at 1.3 mil- 
lion tons, the report said. Exp- 
ortable surpluses are also possible 


in several other previously 
drought-affected countries, it 
added. 

FAO forecasts global carryover 
stocks at the end of tiie 1985-86 
season wQI rise by 50 million to a 
record 358 million tons, with most 
of the increase in coarse grain hol- 
dings of the United States. 

With abundant harvests and no 
major regional crop failures ant- 
icipated. world cereal trade is for- 
ecast to fall sharply in 1985-86 to 
194 million tons, a decline of 1 1 
per cent from the previous year, 
the report said. 

Better harvests in the Soviet 
Union will lead to reduced cereal 
imports, while the shipments of 
most major exporters, in par-, 
ticular the United States, are exp- 
ected to decline, it said. 

FAO estimates 1985-86 sugar 
production wOl decrease by 2.5 
per cent to 97.8 million tons raw 
value, reflecting reductions in 


Brazil. Cuba and the European 
Community (EC) and most cou- 
ntries of Eastern Europe. 

The current forecast of supply 
and demand indicates that world 
sugar consumption in 1986 may 
exceed production by more than 
one million tons, the report said. 

It added: “Should this forecast 
be realised, then for the first time 
in four years global consumption 
in 1986 would exceed production. 
However, this would not reduce 
significantly the large stocks which 
currently overhang the market." 

An increase of two per cent is 
forecast in world cassava pro- 
duction .in 1985 to 131 ‘million 
tons of roots, mostly due to higher 
output in Africa. 

In addition to good weather. 
FAO attributed some of the 1.7 
million ton increase to effective 
pest control programme and the 
introduction of pest-resistanL 


high-yielding varieties. 

In Latin America the pro- 
duction of cassava is expected to 
increase only slightly to nearly 28 
million tons, but “food con- 
sumption of cassava in many cou- 
ntries may increase in 1985 as 
lower real wages are tending to 
encourage a shift toward tra- 
ditional starches." the report said. 

World trade in processed cas- 
sava (tapioca) is forecast at about 
7.6 million tons in 1985. up five 
per cent from last year due in part 
to its price competitiveness in the 
feed market. 

World production of milk con- 
tinues to exceed demand, despite 
measures by major producing 
countries to curt* output, the rep- 
ort added. 

World market prices of milk 
and dairy products have declined 
and are expected to remain low. 
according to the report. 


Omani revenue increases 
as oil production rises 


T (API 

revenues in the Sultanate of Oman 
for the first half of 1 985 showed a 
“marked increase" over the cor- 
responding period in 1984 bec- 
ause ofTising oil prodilction. the 
Omani central bank reported 
Monday. 

Revenue in the Januaiy-June 
period this year was 769 million 
riyaIs($2.26billion). representing 
a 13.7 per cent increase over the 
total in the same period a year ear- 
lier. said the report, which was dis- 
tributed by the Oman News Age- 
ncy. 

03 production in the first half of 
this year was 12.8 per cent higher 
than its level in the corresponding 
1 984 period, according to the rep- 
ort. 

The report did not give the act- 
ual oil production figure. 

But Omani 03 Minister Said 
Ibn Ahmad AI Shanfari. said eal- 
ier Monday that the sultanate had 
increased its daily production to 


500.000 barrels per day this year 
from 450 ,000. 

The sultanate boosted oO out- 
put to helpcover expenditures for 
its development plaits, the min- 
ister said. The country starts a 
third five-year development plan 
in 1986. 

According to the central bank 
report, the sultanate's oon-o3 sec- 
tor provided 21 per cent more 
revenue in the first six months of 
this year than in the same period 
of 1984. The report attributed the 
o crease, in pan. to higher tax- 
ation. 

Because of the improvement in 
revenues, the government’s deficit 
narrowed by two-thirds, acc- 
ording to the report. 

It said the deficit in the 
January-June period this year was 
45 million riyals ($132 million), 
conpared to 132 million riyals 
($388 million) a year earlier. 


Trade deficit worries U.S. 
business leaders 


HOT SPRINGS. Viremia ( AP) — 
Many U.S. business chiefs say they 
are extremely nervous about the 
American economy and .consider 
the . enormous U.S. trade deficit 
the single biggest reason for their 
nervousness. 

“It cuts right across all ind- 
ustries and all products.” said Mr. 
Ruben Mettler. chairman of TRW' 
Inc. “When we compete with exp- 
orts. business is weak; when we 
compete directly with imports, it is 
extremely difficult." 

Mr. Mettler heads the Business 
Council, which met over the wee- 
kend to discuss the business cli- 
mate with leaders of government 
and industry. 

In its fall assessment of the eco- 
nomy. the oouncil forecast ano- 
ther 15 months of slow growth 
without a recession. 

But the chief topic of con- 
versation was clearly the nation's 
trade imbalance — which the cou- 
ncil's economic advisers say will 


reach $133 b3lk>n this year and 
$141 bOlionin 1986. 

When Deputy Treasury Sec- 
retary -Richard- 'G. Darmancame 
to discuss President Ronald Rea- 
gan's tax overhaul bill many cor- 
porate officers suggested they 
were more interested in talking 
about trade than taxes. 

“The value of the dollar and the 
trade deficit is a bigger issue by 
far," Mr. Mettler told reporters. 

Mr. James Robinson HI. cha- 
irman of American Express Co., 
said the trade imbalance has had a 
“tremendous drag" throughout 
foe American economy, pulling 
down economic growth by at least 
two full percentage points. 

After booming along at ^ 
growth rate of 6.8 per cent in 
1984. growth will be down to 2.J 
per cent for all of 1 985. then imp- 
rove only slightly to 2.5 per cent in 
1986. according to foe Business. 
CduncD's economic forecast.

Soviet quake 

’ MOSCOW (R) — About 10 peo- 
ple have died as a result of a pow- 
erful earthquake in the Central 
Asian Republic of Tadjikistan 
on Sunday nigh t, a local journalist 
said ’Ihesday. 

The journalist, from the rep- 
ublic’s official daily, Kbnnmmista 
Tad jQcstan, who was contacted 
by telephone by Reuters, said 
damage in tile three dries hit by 
die quake had been slight 

“No thing disastrous has hap- 
pened.” she said from the rep- 
ublic’s capital. Dushanbe. “I bel- 
ieve not many people, around 10. 
have died.” 

Transport and water supplies 
had not been affected and com- 
munications were quickly res- 
tored. Telephone links to the reg- 
ion were cut throughout Monday. 

The quake was believed to be 
the country’s strongest for almost 
a decade. A seis mo logical institute 
official in Moscow said Monday 
that it measured 6.1 points on the 
Richter Scale. 

Monday night’s television news, 
in a brief report from Dushanbe, 
showed extensive damage — a 
number of houses demolished, 
trees uprooted and streets broken 

up. 

The national state media Tue- 
sday gave no new details of the 
earthquake. 

Soviet authorities generally res- 
trict news about earthquakes and 
similar phenomena and do not 
allow foreign correspondents to 
go to the scene of them. 

The government newspaper 
Izvestia. m die fullest report of the 
quake so far. said Monday that the 
epicentre was at Kayrakkum. a

The changes, which also affect 
new Prime Minister Nikolai Ryz- 
hkov. were approved at a one-day 
meeting of the Co mmunis t Party 
Central Committee. 

Mr. Tikhonov’s departure had 
been certain since the 80-year-old 
premier was retired late last 
month and replaced by Mr. Ryz- 
hkov. the party’s secretary in cha- 
rge of the economy. 

Mr. Ryzhkov was relieved of his. 
secretary’s post Tuesday because 
of his new post, TASS said. No 
successor was named. 

The politburo now has 12 full 
members. The committee also 
appointed the new chief of die 
State Planning Agency. Nikolai 
Talyzm. as a candidate, or non- 
votmg member of foe politburo. 

The replacement Monday of 
long-serving Gosplan chief Nik- 
olai Baibakov by Mr. Talyzm was 
foe latest in a series of app- 
ointments of younger technocrats 
to top party and government jobs 
made since Mikhail Gorbachev 
became party chief last March. 

Mr. Talyon brought the num- 
ber of candidate members to five.

STOCKHOLM (R) — Italiaa- 
bora Professor Franco Modigliani 
won foe 1985 Nobel Memorial 
Prize for Economics, the Royal 
Swedish Academy of Sciences 
announced Tuesday. 

Prof. Modigliani. 67. was hon- 
oured for “his pioneering analyses 
of saving and of financial mar- 
ke’ts.” 

Modigliani is aprofessor at Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Tec- 
hnology. 

The academy said he bad been 
rewarded for achievements con- 
cerning “foe construction and 
development of foe life-cycle 
hypothesis of household saving 
and the formulation of foe 
Modigliani- Miller Theorems of 
foe valuation of firms and of cap- 
ital costs.” 

The scientific value erf his work 
was not limited to foe formulation 
of theorems but was also imp- 
ortant for the introduction of a 
new method of analysis within 
corporate finance, it said. 

The academy said Modigliani's 
“life-cycle” hypothesis, based on 
foe idea that people save for their 
old age. had proved to be an ideal 
tool for analyses of foe effects of 
different pension systems. 

The Modigliani- Miller The- 
orems. developed by foe new 
Nobel laureate and Merton Mil- 
ler. had had important imp- 
lications for foe theory of inv- 
estment decisions, it said. 

The first Modjgliani-MiUer , 
Theorem, presented in 1958. con- 
cerned foe question erf how foe 
market value erf a firm is affected 
by the volume and structure erf its 


debts. 

A later theorem stated that the 
value erf company depended exi its 
dividend polity. 

Modigliani, bom in Rome m 
1 91 8. obtaned a doctorate in jut- 
isprudence from foe University cf 
Rome in 1939. 

He has an bemoraiy doctorate 
from foe University of Chicago 
and has worked at foe Catholic 
University of Louvain, in Bel- 
gium. and foe University erf Ber- 
gamo. in Italy. 

The Nobel Institute, in a brief 
statement, said Tuesday this 
year’s 1-8 million crown 
(S226.000) Nobel Literature 
•Prize is to be awarded on Oct. J7 

by foe Swedish Academy. 

• 

The prize is named after foe 
19fo Century Swedish inventor of 
dynamite, Alfred Nobel, who in 
hs will said it should be awarded 
to “the person who shall have 
produced in the field of literature 
foe most outstanding work of an 
idealistic tendency.” 

Even though no list of can- 
didates is ever published, scholars 
are tipping the South African 
Novelist Nadine Gordimer among 
the front-runners this year, esp- 
qpially if foe academy deckles to 
give a political tinge to foe 1985 
award. 

The 18-member body tra- 
ditionally keeps its deliberations 
secret until its secretary. Professor 
Lars Gyllensten, reads out foe off- 
icial announcement at 1200 GMT 
on Thursday in foe academy pre- I 
raises above the Stockholm Stock 
Exchange.

Chemical leak injures 11 in U.S. 


PARKERSBURG. West Virginia 
(AP)— A corrosive chemical lea- 
ked from a trailer at a truck depot, 
injuring at least 1 1 people and for- 
cing crews wearing protective gear 
and breathing apparatus to eva- 
cuate 400 to 500 people, officials 
said. 

The crews went door-to-door to 
shepherd people living within one 
kilometre of foe depot from their 
homes, said Wood County eme- 
rgency broadcast system-director 
Randy Kmsotving. 

A leaking cylinder in foe trailer 


had spewed about 500 gallons 
(1,900 litres) of gaseous antimony 
pen ta chloride in foe two hours 
after foe leak began, said Du Pont 
spokesman Dave Ramsey. 

■ The cylinder contained about 
2,000 gallons (7.600 litres) of foe 
liquid chemical, he said, adding 
(hat the leak continued early Tue- 
sday.

Britain threatens to quit 
UNESCO despite pleas 


Report claims Soviets 
accidentaly killed troops 


SOFIA (R) — Britain has thr- 
eatened to pull out of UNESCO at 
foe end of the year unless foe ago- 
ncy makes major changes in foe 
coming weeks, despite calls from 
Commonwealth states to remain a 
member and work to bring change 
from within. 

British Overseas Development 
Minister Timothy Raison told foe 
body’s general conference Mon- 
day Britain was seeking the app- 
roval erf “thorough -going and 
comprehensive reform” during 
foe current five-week session. 

Britain's decision, expected to 
be delivered in early December, 
could lead to a walkout by other 
Western nations critical of UNE- 
SCO’s management and polideS. 

The United States withdrew last 
year, accusing foe agency of 
anti-Western bias, carrying out 
money-wasting studies to foe det-. 
riment of practical assistance pro- 
grammes. and mismanagement 

Its departure cost UNESCO a 
quarter of its funds. 

But London is facing pressure 
to remain w ithin foe U.S. Edu- 


cational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organisation both from its Com- 
monwealth partners and from its 
parliament. 

Australia's delegate, former 
Prime Minister Gough Whitlam. 
said Monday that “any nation— 
which ceases to contribute is fel- 
ling down on its responsibilities ” 

In a recent review, foe British 
■ House of Commons Foreign Aff- 
airs Committee said that Britain’s 
withdrawal might damag e rel- 
ations with Commonwealth mem- 
bers and advance Soviet Bloc int- 
erests in foe Third World. 

One of foe most sensitive issues 
Britan wiU be looking at before 
foe conference ends on Nov. 12 
wQl be Soviet and Third World 
willingness to give up at least some 
of foe contentious studies on 
peace and disarmament and {dans 
tor a new world information order 
that have irritated foe West. 

Mr. Raison said Monday that 
UNESCO “must not seek to imp- 
ose upon members ideological 
doctrines Which they find una- 
cceptable.” 


ISLAMABAD (R) — Western 
diplomats said Tuesday that Sov- 
iet forces have accidentally killed 
about 30 Afghan sold fere and sev- 
eral civilians with unidentified 
fumes. 

They said the victims died last 
week when Soviet jet fighters let 
out foe mystery fumes near an 
Afghan military post outside the 
city of Maidan Sbahr south of 
Kabul. 

The diplomats, quoting reports 
from Kabul, said some sources 
there claimed foe fumes were a 
chemical weapon. Afghan rebels 
often charge Moscow is using 
chemical we a pon s against them 
but have given no proof. 

The envoys, who asked not to 
be named, also reported heavy 
daily fi ghting in the southern city 
of Kandahar, where rebels have 
destroyed four army posts near 
foe main Ramr this month. 

Kandahar rebels partially des- 
troyed foe city’s telephone exc- 
hange on Oct. 9 as part of a mou-

Zia renews efforts to secure passage of indemnity bill 


ISLAMABAD (R) — Pakistani 
President Mohammad Zia UI 
Haq. forced to scrap a planned 
visit to West Germany, has ren- 
ewed efforts to secure passage of a 
controversial bill legitimising 
eight years of martial rule. 

Gen. Zia said in a speech Mon- 
day night opponents of foe mea- 
sure were sowing confusion, dis- 
unity and loss of confidence and 
he urged foe national assembly to 
pass the bill promptly, foe official 
Associated Press of Pakistan 
(AAP) reported. 

The military ruler Monday was 
forced to postpone a trip to Bonn, 
scheduled for Oct. 16-19 because, 
of continued debate on foe bill. 

The measure would shield the 


military, including Gen. Zia, from 
prosecution, write martial law 
orders into foe constitution and 
strengthen the powers of foe pre- 
sident 

The government, whfle having 
ample votes to pass foe measure 
has sought a consensus on the leg- 
islation in Older to legitimise foe 
planned transition to civilian rule 
on Dec. 31. 

The debate, which has lasted a 
month so far, has pro m pted a 
down turn on foe stock exch an ge 
and has worried foreign inv- 
estors.” Gen. Zia asserted. 

“The confusion prevailing now 
has forced people to ask what 
would happen next.” APP quoted 
him as saying. 

The Bonn visit was postponed 


as several pro^govemment mem- 
bers of foe 237-seat assembly joi- 
ned independent deputies in cri- 
ticising the indemnity bOL 

“This is beginning to look like a 
crisis.” a Western diplomat said 
after Gen. Zia cancelled the visiL 
“Zia should not have stayed beh- 
ind. It should have fcieen Junejo’s 
job to negotiate (with assembly 
members), foe diplomat com- 
mented. 

The government has support of 
about 200 assembly members, 
more than foe require 1 two thuds 
majority needed for foe passage of 
a constitutional amendment bOL

DENVER (AP) — Prisoners to 
foe Denver county jafl wear green 
if they're awaiting trial on felony 
charges and blue tfftey’re accused 
of misdemeanors. Homosexuals, 
in a policy assailed by homosexual 
activists, wear gray. Gray uni- 
forms also are issued to prisoners 
who have histories of violence or 
psychological problems, officials 
say. adding that foe colour coding 
allows guards to identify inmates 
in foe wrong place. In additi on, 
according to inmate service pro- 
gramme director Ted Peak, (he 
uniforms help guards protect 
homosexuals, who. he said, should 
be separate from other prisoners 
to prevent assaults. “The pri- 
soners’ grapevine is much stronger 
than our formal system of ide- 
ntification.” Peak said. “If som- 
eone is an active homosexual, it 
doesn’ t take long for foe rest of the 
jafl to find out” Normally, about 
5 per cent of foe 1,000 prisoners 
wear gray, officials said. 

Delhi police hunt 
for well-bred dogs 

NEW DELHI (R) — Police in 
New Delhi are searching for 
well-bred dogs to plug gaps caused 
by a string erf deaths in their 18- 
strong can toe squad. A police 
spokesman said it was difficult to 
find pedigree Alsatians. Lab- 
radors and Dobermans in India 
and replacements were needed 
because 10 of Delhi's police dogs 
had died to less than a year. Some 
of foe dogs died because they fak 
led to adapt to foe city’s 100- 
degree summer temperatures, he 
added.

ATHENS. Texas (R) — A Texas 
waitress convicted of murdering 
her fifth husband to collect his ins- 
urance money was condemned by 
a state court jury to die for foe 
crime. Betty Lou Beets. 48. who 
was also accused of killing her fou- 
rth husband, was foe third woman 
to be sent to Texas death row. 
Texas law provides an automatic 
appeal on all death penalty con- 
victions. Beets was convicted on 
Friday of fatally shooting her fifth 
husband. Jimmy Don Beets, more 
than two years ago and burying his 
body in a flower garden outside 
their mobile home to rural east 
Texas. Sheriffs deputies also dis- 
covered foe bullet-riddled body of 
Beet's fourth husband, Doyle 
Wayne Barker, who had been mis- 
sing since 1981.
